Returns Show the Barbadoes Dam- 
age to Have Been Tremendous, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Barbadoes says: 

“Full reports of the damage wrought 
by the recent hurricane here have been 
made to the authorities. They show 
that the destruction of property was 
not overestimated, though the loss of 
life was somewhat smaller than was 
supposed at first. 

“As it was the reports show 160 fa- 
talities. Fifty thousand persons were 
made homeless by the great storm. 
The full damage is estimated at more 
than a million dollars.”’ 

JAMAICA WOULD GLADLY HELP. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


KINGSTON, (Jamaica,) Sept. 20.—At 
a public meeting today, called for the 
purpose of raising funds for the relief 
of the sufferers from the recent hurri- 
cane which swept over the West Indian 
Islands, the Archbishop declared that 
the condition of Jamaica was such that 
it was impossible to do more than 
pass an expression of sympathy with 
those who were in need of help. Any 
substantial aid, he said, contemplating 
the reéstablishment of the original 
conditions in the devastated islands, 
must, in his opinion, necessarily take 
the form of impcrial assistance on a 
large scale. 

Public opinion here endorses the 
statement of the archbishop, and es- 
pecially holds the general government 
responsible for the industrial crisis, 
which renders the other West Indian 
colonies impotent to give the suffering 
islands substantial aid.

The commission, during the past 
week, has been presented with a num- 
ber of memorials from different ele- 
ments and business interests in connec- 
tion with various phases of the future 
government of the islands. The Japa- 
nese Consul appeared before the com- 
mission to ask in a general way that 
the rights and privileges now enjoyed 
by his countrymen should be con- 
tinued. The Planters’ Association, the 
Chamber of Commerce and Bar Asso- 
ciation have each presented memorials, 
and the Aloha Aina and the Kalaina, 
‘the two principal previously anti-Re- 
publican organizations of Hawaiians, 
began a general convention today to 
frame a memorial. | 

The Planters’ Association urges a 
Territorial form of government rather 
than government by commissioners, 
such as that of the District of Colum- 
bia, but they ask that the officials ap- 
pointed by the President shall be bona 
fide residents of the islands; that the 
elective franchise shall be limited to 
those possessing the qualifications now 
required; that the present judicial sys- 
tem be continued, or at least that the 
judicial system given shall vest in the 
local courts exclusive and final juris- 
diction in all matters involving only 
local questions, and that the judges 
shall remain as now, appointive. 

On the subject of labor, .in which the 
members of the, Planters’ Association 
are vitally interested, they ask that 
there shall be a probationary period, 
during which the interests of the isl- 
ands may adjust themselves to new 
conditions before the immigration 
laws of the United States shall be ex- 
tended to these islands. 

The Chamber of Commerce makes 
the same requests as to a ‘Territorial 
form of government and on the subject 
of labor, and also that the shipping 
laws of the United. States shall not be 
extended to these islands so as to pre- 
vent trade between them and the mair- 
land im foreign bottoms until it has 
been demonstrated that enough Amer- 
ican vessels steam and gail, to do the 
business can be secured.

SIGNIFICANT INTERVIEW. 


Senator Morgan Says That Statehood 

‘ Must Wait Awhile. . 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY: REPORT.] 

HONOLULU, Sept. 12.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, wired 
from San Framcisco, Sept. 20.] The 
American soldiers im Honolulu are 
causing the good people of this peace- 
ful community much worry. Acts of 
vandalism are becoming frequent, and 
Gen. King has issued orders for a court 
of inquiry to investigate alleged lawless 
acts committed by Boldiers and to as- 
sess the amount of damage caused. 
Chinese fruit-growers and vegetable 
gardemers have been the favorite vic- 
tims of the soldiers, and their gardens 
have been raided and destroyed. 

The Hawaiian archipelago is now the 
military district of Hawaii, im the De- 
partment of California. An order cre- 
ating this district, dated Septeenber 4, 
has just been promulgated by Maj.- 
Gen. Merriam. 

The Hawaiian Commission has been 
holding daily sessions, but nothing has 
been given out for publication. Senator 
Morgan in an interview is quoted as 
saying: 

“I have always been im favor of a 
State government for Hawai}, and am 
so still. In speaking for myself, how- 


Lever, and not for the commission, I am 


inclined to think that you’ wil! have 
only a Territorial governenemt at pres- 
ent. You have not asked for State gov- 
ernment, and I doubt very mitch if the 
commission will recommend oné. As the 
Territory of Hawaii, you will ve 
your own Legislature, of which youWill 
elect the members. The Territorial of- 
ficers to be appoimted by President Mc- | 
Kinley will be a governor emd secre- 
tary, the three district judges, who will | 
compose your Supreene Court, a United 
States district attorney, whose duties 
are similar to those of your Attorney- 
General, but who only acts in cases in 
which the United States is interested, 
and a United States Marshal, who per- 
forms the same duties as your present 
Marshal, but cnly im United States 
business, 

“The United States will, of course, 
take charge of the customhouse and 
postal department, but in all other 
matters you will be your own masters, | 
You will make your own laws, subject 
to the approval of Congress. The Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii has great future be- 
fore it, and with the increase of pon- 
ulation and ‘business corte 
from annexation and ali that is implied 
by it, the road to statehood catmot be- 
a long one. The opening of the Nic-' 
aragua Canal, an enterprise which 
must be carried to consummation in a 
very short period, will still further ad-. 
vance the prosperity of the islands.” 

A mass-meeting of natives will be 
held this evening, when resolutions ask. 
ing for the restoration of Liliuokalani 
will be adopted. 

Senator Cullom has announced that 
the land laws of the United States 
do not apply to the public lands of 
Hawaii. The local land laws remain in 
force. Mr. Dole, for the time being, 
still signs as “President of the Republic 
of Hawaii,”’ and the processes of the

GEN. MERRIAM RETURNS, 


He Has Established Two Camps—Ex- 
pects Six Transports Soon. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Maj.-Gen. Merriam ar- 
rived from Honolulu on the Australia 
last night, but did not land till this 
morning. When seen he was absorbed 
im a mass Of business that has accum- 
ulated since his departure for Honolulu, 
some weeks ago. He was closeted for 
several hours with Brig.-Gen. Marcus 
Miller, Col. Oscar’ Long, depot quar- 
termaster, and Col. Baldwin, purchas- 
ing commissary, planning expeditions 
to Manila that will carry 6000 men or- 
dered to reinforce Maj.-Gen. Otis. On 
this subject Merriam said he had be- 
come familiarized with the govern- 
ment’s desires, and that he would dis- 
patch troops as fast as possible with- 
out rushing matters. 

“I expect six transports here in a 
few days,” said Gen. Merriam. “The 
Senator left Manila August 24: the 
China, August 30; the Indiana, Sep- 
tember 1; the Ohio and Valencia, -Sep- 


tember 3, and the Pennsylvania, Sep- 


tember 4. All should arrive at San 
Francisco within a fortnight, but 
which will come first cannot be told. 


A month from now it is probable the

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DUST BLEW 


A Toledo Grain Elevator 
is Destroyed. 


Right Men Cremated and Right 
Seriously Burned. 


Over Half a Million Bushels of 
Grain Consumed. 


Superintendent Blown Through a 
Window—One of His Children 
Missing—The Injured Numbered 
Sixteen, but Two Die. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TOLEDO (O.,) Sept. 20.—Eight men 
cremated and eight seriously burned is 
the result of a bad fire here tonight. 
Spontaneous combustion of dust im the 
grain elevator owned by Paddock, 
Hodge & Co. at 9 o’clock caused ¢his 
terrible destruction of life, and none of 
those who were taken out after the fire 
started were far enough from death's 
door to tell any of the details.

William J. Parks, «he superintendent, 
after being blown through the window 
of the lower story, was conscious for a 


-moment and said that about 8:30 o’clock 


a terrible explésion occurred on the 
south side of the elevator and that he 
kmew there were about twenty men at 
‘work om the seven floors of the build- 
ing. Besides those regularly employed 
at the elevator there were present the 
three childrn of Superintendent Parks, 
who wertyyisiting him at ghe time, One 
of these may recover, but Grace, a sev- 
enteen-year-old girl, is burned almost 
beyond recognition, and. Harold; ~the. 
third child, has not been found, being 
either blown to atoms or cremated. 

All over Toledo houses were shaken 
by the explosion as by an earthquake, 
and windows were shattered for blocks 
around. Very soon afterward flames 
burst from all sides of the elevator. It 
Was but a few minutes till the fire 
department began the work of rescue, 
which was rendered difficult by the 
terrific heat of the fire. The river 
cut off escape on one side, and there 
the flames seem to be less fierce. 

The families of a dozen men who 
were known to be at work within 
rushed to the scene, and women call-

ing for their imprisoned husbands, 
brothers and fathers made a scene in- 
describable. 

It was learned that a force of 
twenty men had been in the building, 
their purpose having been to load 
80,000 bushels of grain during the night. 
No one of the entire number could be 
seen in any part of the building, and 
it was impossible to reach them in 
any way. Parks was found first. He 
was twenty feet from the building, 
frightfully, burned, and his clothes al- 
most entirely torn off. He had been 
hurled from his place in the main room 
through a window. Another employé, 
John Carr, was hurled from the fifth 


Moor of the building, and was found 


bleeding and burned, with many 
bones broken. He did -not long sur- 
vive. 

Fireman David Kemp and Charles 
Keifer, the engineer, were found at 
their places in the engine-room. They 
were wounded by falling timber, and 
their faces were charred to a crisp by 
the flames. 

The little daughter of Parks was 
sitting at the desk in the office at the 
time of the explosion, and was hurled 
out of the door. She walked down the 
elevation on which the building stands 
and dropped down, to be carried away 
unconscious, suffering from wounds 
from which she cannot recover. John 
Smith was fatally burned. 

The missing men are doubtless all 
dead. No trace can be found of any of 
them, and as they were employed at 
the top of the elevator their chances for 
escape were but slight. 

The heat became so intense that 
twenty cars standing on the ridings 
near the building were added to the 
loss. The fire department had a hard 
struggle to save other- elevators and 
property. 

Mr. Paddock, a member of the firm 
owning the plant, said there were be- 
tween 500,000 and 600,000 bushels of 
grain in storage at the time, the most 
of it being winter wheat. The property 
and the grain is an entire loss, and 
will reach $450,000. The insurance is 
$135,000 on the building, and the grain 
is covered with $258,000 insurance. At 
12:20 o’clock the flames were under con- 
trol.

It Died in Time to 
Save Snyder. 


Californians Fight Starvation on 
the Edmonton Trail, 


Los Angeles Prospectors Declare 
the Route a Fake. 


A Connecticut Man Killed by a Come 
panion When His Strength Gave 
Out—Witness of the Deed Nargre 
rowly Escaped a Ballet. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIfEs.} 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 20.—[Exclue 
sive Dispatch.] Aitman Snyder is one 
of a party of California men who have 
just ended a year of torture on the Ed- 


monton route, Klondike. Starvation 
duhing almost the entire year, has 
stared him in the face. He struggled 


to make headway on a trail that was 
no trail. Finally becoming completely 
lost, he wintered with Cree Indians at 
Goose Lake. Here he suffered terribly 
from cold and privation. Running out 
of supplies he was compelled to eat the 
flesh of horses that had died of starva- 
tion. He would probably have lost his 
life had he not stumbled across the 
Lang-Mansfield party from Los Ange-_ 
les. 

Mansfield had thirty-six oxen and 
ample provisions. The party had gone 
in on the ice and reached St. John May 
28. The party left St. John with oxen 
and fifteen horses for Fort Graham, 
which was reached July 4. Twice on 
the trip the party went for twenty- 
seven hours at a stretch without eat- 
ing. The oxen on several occasions 
would sink in the mire, and had to be 
pulled out by means of ropes around 
their horns, the other end of the rope 
being hitched to two oxen. On the 
night of July 2, Snyder became tired 
out with the oxen. One old fellow laid 
down with three others and declined to 
go. Snyder then threw a canvas over 
one animal, crawled under it, using 
the weary oxen’s m # for a pillow and 
went to sleep. He Warcered with the 
Cree Indians at Niskookiehaggan Lake, 
and says of his experiénce: . 

“At Goose Lake I had an experience’ 
that will last a long time. There were. 
thirty-three Indians im the vicinity, 
but no game, and they were starving. 
I went out one day from the cabin and 
found that an old black horse of mine’ 
had starved and frozen to death,’ 
standing up. The deep snow kept him 
from falling. The Indians found the 
horse, cut him up as he stood, and took. 
chunks of the meat to camp and ate 
the flesh. I found where the Indians 
were, and getting some of my old 
horse’s meat, I fried and ate it also.’ 

“Several times I was obliged to eat 
horse meat. I would not have cared 
much if the animals had been killed 
and slaughtered, but it is pretty hard 
to eat a horse that had a natural death 
due to starvation. However, horse 
meat is not bad after all.” 

The. Los Angeles men send out word’ 
by Snyder that the Edmonton route is’ 
a terrible fake. They say that W. P. 
Taylor, who reported to the Edmonton 
Town Council that he had made the 
trip to Pelly River and return was 
never near the river. He gave up the 
trip and went into camp. After being 
out long enough to give color to the 
story, he turned back. They say that 
the Canadian surveyor, Moody, is still 
trying to.find the trail under govern- 
ment orders, but is satisfied that the 
work is useless. 

George Bowman of Bridgeport, Ct., 
was brutally murdered last winter dure 
ing a terrible snowstorm by a compan- 
ion named Johnson, of Spingfiela, 
Mass. He was almost in sight of the 
golden Mecca when his strength failed 
him and he sank down in the soft 
snoy. Johnson, who was the leader of 
the party, went back to him and with 
an oath blew out the unfortunate man’s 
brains with a revolver. 

This is the terrible story that ig 
told for the first time by J. C. Sacha, 
just returned from Alaska. His part. 
ner, Edward T. Calhoun of Yonkers, 
N. Y., witnessed “ the terrible deed, 
which was committed near their cabin, 
a short distance from Dawson. Cale 
houn nearly lost his life by a bullet 
from Johnson's revolver. 

According to the story by Sachs, he 
came on the party to which the mur- 
derer and victim belonged during @ 
storm. They were traveling to Dawson 
with light packs. Bowman's strength 
left him as Calhoun came up. Calhoun 
asked some questions, and Johnson ags- 
saulted him and was promptly knocked 
down. Calhoun told Bowman to come 
to his camp, a short distance away 
until he was able to proceed. He 
started for the cabin, thinking Bow- 
man would follow. Calhoun suddenly 
heard Bowman cry: ‘Look out.” Then 
a bullet whizzed by his head. He ducked 
for cover, and on looking arouhd again 
saw Johnson place his revolver to 
Bowman's head and fire. The latter 
died without a _ struggle. Johnson 
seemed half-crazed, and as he fired, 
shouted: ‘“‘Take that, —— ——, your’re 
no good, anyway.” Calhoun went for 
his gun, but when he returned Johnson — 
was gone. Bowman's papers and valu- 
ables were gathered up and sent east 
this summer. 

Calhoun reported the matter at Daw. 
son, but nothing was ever heard of 
Johnson. It is presumed he perished’ 
in the storm while trying to escape, 
The other men of the party reached 
Dawson. Thy were John Beall and Ww. 
O’Connor, both of Massachusetts. They _ 
saw nothing of Johnson after the shoot-

BECRETARY ALGER’S APPOINTEES 
CRITICIZED IN HIS PRESENCE, 


A Personal Speech Made to the Sec- 
retary at a Gathering of Officers 
in Gen. Breckenridge’s Tent—Dr. 
Huidekoper Called a “Horse Doc- 
tor,” and a'Renk One at That. 


_ {BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, ‘Sept. 20——([Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the World from 
Lexington, Ky., says: 

“The scene in  Inspector-General 
Breckenridge’s tent this afternoon 
when Secretary of War Alger had a 
conference with the generals and colo- 
nels of the Third Division, was drua- 
matic. In the course of his speech re- 
lating to the rottenness in the man- 
agement of the hospitals Gen. Sanger, 
looking straight at Secretary Alger, 
paid: 

“*Sir, your chief cook and bottle- 
‘washer down at Chickamauga, I refer 
to Dr. Huidekoper, was nothing but 
the very rankest sort of a veterinary 
surgeon, and did not know the word 
“disinfectant.’’ I issue order after or- 
der for materials and medicines, and 
could not get them. -I failed utterly to 
get what I wanted. I1 sent requisition 
after requisition, and not ore of them 
was honored. Finally, I sent request 
more pointed and received the reply 
that such stuff was not needed.’ 
‘“Col. ,Leonard condemned the divi- 
. sion hospital. ‘System,’ he said, ‘strips 

the regiment of its surgeons, its com- 

pany nurses and its proper stewards, 
and the men who are taken away are 
left to die among strangers, with little 
guarantee that if they escape death 
they will be better off in the division 
hospital. If we had had a man at 

Chickamauga who understood nis busi- 
. mess, and not a veterinary surgeon, we 

might, have had a healthy camp. The 

horse doctor you had down there, Mr. 

Secretary——’ Here Col. Leonard was 

stopped. 

“Several argued that Dr. Huldekoper 

was a graduated surgeon, holding di- 

plomas from the best medical schools 

in the country, but Col. Leonard and 

Gen. Wiley would not have it so. They 

said that if he ever knew anything he 

had forgotten it, and, in their judg- 
ment, was unfit even for a horse doc- 
tor.”

The President Successful in His 


Latest Undertaking.

NAVAL CHANGES. 


Three Vessels to Be Put in 


Commission Soon. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Washington says 
that it is the intention of the Navy 
Department to place three men of 
war in commission during the coming 
month. These are cruisers Chicago 
and Atlanta, which have been under- 
going’ repairs at the New York Navy 
Yard for two years, and-the gunboat 
Yorktown, which has been put in con- 
dition for service at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. 

The Chicago and Atlanta will be as- 
signed to the North Atlantic fleet un- 
til the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
with’ Spain, when their future stations 
will be determined. The Yorktown 
will be assigned to the Asiatic station, 
where the need of small gunboats in 
the waters of China and the Philip- 
pines is especially felt. 

Capt. P. H. Cooper has been as- 
signed to the command of the Chicago 
and Commander C. 8. Percy has been 
selected to command the Yorktown. So 
far as can be learned the Atlantas 
commanding officer has not yet been 
determined upon. 

It will not be surprising if the Chi- 
cago is assigned to the European 
squadron, to be formed probably in 
November. The intention of the de- 
partment to relieve Commodore J. W. 
Philip, in command of the second 
squadron of the North Atlantic fleet, 
in the event of continued peace, and 
assign him to duty_as commandant 
of the Boston Navy Yard, is regarded 
as indicative of the intention of the 
authorities to send Commodore Howi- 
son to sea. As the European squad- 
ron will be the only commodore s post 
which will be vacant, it would not be 
surprising if he were assigned to that 
aa iit be opened on October 1 for 
contracts for the construction of four 
coast defense monitors authorized .by 
the last naval appropriation law. The 
department has not yet awarded the 
contracts for the construction of the 
torpedo boats and tornedo boat de- 
stroyers. Considerable opposition is 
still manifested by ship-builders whose 


bide. were not recognized by the naval 
board of construction, tq the ‘agsign- 
ment of contracts to the Herre shoffs 


W. Trige of Richmond. 
I. Cc. Watson re- 
ported to the Navy ‘Department that 
he has sailed from Guantanamo in the 
Newark with two other vessels under 
his command for the scene of the wreck 
of the Infanta Maria Teresa. It is Lhe 
purpose to assist in raising the wrecked 
vessel.

UTILIZE CUBAN TROOPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Gen. Law- 
ton has today recommended to. the 
War Department the utilization of 
such Cuban troops as may relinquish 
all connection with the Cuban army, by 
employing them on vartous works of 
the United States at Santiago, Gen. 
Lawton has not recommended that 
they be used to police the city or 
province of Santiago, but directly to the 


| contrary. 


Last winter an attempt was made to 
pass a bill allowing the recruiting of 
Cubans in the army of the United 
States, limiting the number to 
10,000, but the bill was changed 
as to allow only fifty to each regiment, 
and these to be enlisted as scouts and 
guides. It is probable that the bill 
for recruiting regiments from Cubans 
will meet with more favorable consid- 
eration in the future, as these men will 
be available for garrison duty in the 
island. It is also thought that a large 
number of Cubans who have been serv- 
ing in that capacity with the Cuban 
army. will become better satisfied with 
the changed condition of affairs if they 
are allowed to continue in military ser- 
vice. 

At the time the bill for enlisting Cu- 
bans was proposed it was thought such 


‘action would be resented by the Amer- 


ican troops, as the pressure to go to 
Cuba among the volunteers was very 
great at that time. 


FOR GARRISONS. 


Troops to Be Assigned to the 


Different Stations. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.,] 


NPW YORK, Sept. 20.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Gen. Miles, when asked how many reg- 
iments would be stationed with the 
volunteers at the different garrisons re- 
plied: ‘‘About 12,000 regulars in Cuba, 
1000 in Honolulu, 3000 In the Philip- 
pines and 4000 in Porto Rico.” 

Gen. Miles said he expected that 
Cuba would be garrisoned with about 
50,000 men, the Philippines with about 
25,000, Porto Rico about 14,000, Honolulu 
about 4000. All the regulars who were 
at Montauk Point, with the exception 
of the Twenty-fourth Regiment, Twen- 
ty-second Cavalry and Ninth Cavalry, 
will be sent to Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and the Fifth and Seventh were today 
added to the Eighth an the seventh 
Cavalry, all of which troops will go to 
Cuba, 

Gen. Miles said the decision thus to 
dispose of the troops.was largely a re- 
sult of the conference held Saturday 
betaveem the Presidemt, Acting Secre- 
dary Meiklejohn and himself. The Sev- 
enth Cavalry, mow stationed in Arizona 
and New Mexico, and-the Eighth Cav- 
alry, now stationed at Fort Meade, 
have, however, been ordered to Hunts- 
ville, Ala., whither moet of the regu- 
lars from Cuba will go. The Second 
and the Ninth Cavalry, now at Montauk 


‘Point, will go to South Dakota and 


Colorado. 

It is mot expected that the troops avill 
be ordered to Cuba before the first or 
middle of October, when the details of 
the evacuation will have taken shape. 


‘Bryan, however. 


and the dangers from fever will have 
become less menacing. In addition to 
the Seventh Army Corps of about thirty 
thousand men, it is plammed that the 
remaining six immune regiments, aleo 
now in this country, will go to Cuba. 
Four of the immune regiments are now 
in oats namely, the Second, Third, 
Fifth and Ninth, the first three being 
white, and the Ninth California. There 
are three other colored immune regi- 
ments, namely, the Seventh, Eighth and 
Tenth, now at Lexington. The others 
are avhite, namely, the Fourth at Jack- 
sonville, the Sixth at Amniston and 
First at Galvestom. 

Gen. Miles said there would be plenty 
of soldiers for the prograrmme, as there 
were, left, he said, 100,000 volunteers and 
60,000 regulars. Thosé regulars not 
needed will be distributed at army 
posts. The volunteers not needed will 
remain in the camps. 


NOT ENAMORED. 


Billy Bryan Willing to Re-enter 
Civil Life. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 20.—A special 
to the Star from Jacksonville, FP a., 
says: 

“Col. William Jennings Bryan of the 
Third Nebraska Volunteers will shortly 
resign his commission in the United 
States army and resume the discussion 
of public questions. This statement is 
not made on the authority of Col. 
When asked to ex- 
Press himself on questions of public in- 
terest, Re said: ‘You can say that I 
refuse to discuss any matters connected 
with politics, the army or myself, ex- 
cept that I see no reason to change the 
views in regard to expanding the terri- 
tory of the United States I expressed 
in my Omaha speech, made before en- 
tering upon this army life.’ 

“This is all Col. Bryan would say, 
except to add: ‘You might also say that 
I am not so enamored of camp life that 
I would at the close of the war apply 
for a commission in the regular army,’ 

“The Third Nebraska is slated for 
Cuba, and unless Col. Bryan resigns, he 
will within a few weeks go south. 
While he will not say what he is going 
to do or when, there is no questioning 
that Col. Bryan is going to do some- 
thing and do it soon. That he has de- 
termined upon a course which will re- 
quire some action in the near future 
means that he is going to resign his 
commission, issue a statement as to 
why he does this, and enter into the 
discussion of public questions on lines 
somewhat more extended than in the 
past.”’ 

WHEN DAM BREAKS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 20.—Col. Bryan 
is looking and feeling well, but is un- 
doubtedly suffering from the restraint 
he has placed over himself. “If you 
knew,” he said to a reporter for the 
Star, “what it costs me to keep still 
when there is so much to say about 
things of importance to the people and 
of lifelong interest and moment to me, 
you would appreciate the strength of 
my will.” 

When asked if he would talk freely 
on all subjects when he has broken 
loose, he said: “The country knows how 
it is when a dam breaks. There is no 
telling when the flood stops.” 

When his candidacy for the Presiden- 
tial nomination was suggested, he said: 
“A man may say things and express 
opinions upon public affairs which will 
not meet public approval. These re- 
sults are not always favorable to him- | 
self. An idea is everything to me, far 
more than any office. I shall go down 
to defeat with an idea as gracefully as 
any one you ever saw.” 

Col. Bryan would not talk of the 
condition of his degiment or the possi- 
bility of it being’ musvered out, as it 
has a direct bearing on his political 
and personal affairs. He refused to 
name the date when he will finally an- 
nounce his decision to resign his com- 
mand. He seems to have fully made 
up his mind, however, to his future 
course. He said: “I shall do what I 
think is right regardless of any tem- 
porary advantage or disadvantage 
which may result from that action. 
That is what a man should do, and 
the only motive which should control 
his actions.”

A HERO’S BURIAL. 


Remains of Gen. Haskell In- 


terred at Arlington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The re- 
mains of Brig.-Gen, Joseph T. Haskell, 
one of the heroes of Santiago, who died 
at Columbus, O., last Saturday, arrived 
here today over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. They were accompanied by Capt. 
Charles D. Clay, of the Seventeenth 
Infantry. grandson of Henry Clay, and 
a detachment of non-commissioned 
officers from the Columbus Barracks, 
who acted as body-vearers. 

The body of the soldier hero was jaid 
at rest in the Arlington Cemetery this 
afternoon with appropriate military 
and Masonic ceremonies, in the pres- 
ence of a distinguished gathering, in- 
cluding President McKinley, Gen, Miles, 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbimand other prominent 
persons. The honorary pallbearers were 
Gen. Wilson, chief of engineers; Gen.

It is also stated that the black-pow- 
der cartridge in action was the princi- 
pal and only material objection to ¢5- 
caliber arms, and that in some aspects 
it is preferable,especially for new troops 
and that the use of smokeless powder 
generally avoids the necessity for ex- 
change.

The Hospital at Fort Meyer 
Inspected.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—President 
McKinley this afternoon made a per- 
sonal inspection of the hospital at Fort 
Meyer, Va. Accompanied by Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin, the President: left the 
White House at 1:30 p. m., and drove 
unannounced to the fort. He proceeded 
directly to the hospital, and introducing 
himself to Maj. Davis, the United States 
army surgeon in charge of the hospi- 
tal. informed him that he had come 
to make an insnection of the institu- 
tion, and to pay his respects to the pa- 
tients and those in charge. 

Maj. Davis, the attendants and pa- 
tients alike were surprised and grati- 
fied at the honor done them by the 
President, and he was afforded every 
opportunity to make a thorough exami- 
nation of the hospital. The. President 
passed an hour and a half in the dif- 
ferent wards and departments of the 
institution, going from cot to cot and 
extending a personal greeting to each 
one of neafly four hundred patients. 
Mai. Davis presented him to each of 
the assistant surgeons and nurses, and, 
consequently the President talked in- 
formally to the convalescent patients. 

The President carefully inspected the 
kitchen and examined the goods sup- 
plied to the hospital patients. At the 
conclusion of the examination, he ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with 
the arrangements made for caring for 
the sick, but desired it to be under- 
stood that the patients were to want 
for nothing that would improve their 
condition, or render them more com- 
fortable. 

The patients were particularly pleased 
at the visit of the President, and Maj. 
Davis said as the party left the hos- 
pital that it would do more to cheer 
up the sick men than any quantity of 
medicine.

E. P. MYERS KILLS TWO MEN AT 
GARRETT, PA. 


His Father Sent a Constable to Get 
Possession and the Son Opens 
Fire —Flies to His DBoarding- 
place Followed by a Crowd—Is 
Finally Captured. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

GARRETT, (Pa.,) Sept. 20—E. P. 

Myers this morning took possession of 
a house left to him by his mother, 
Mrs. Christley Myers, who died five 
months ago. The deed was not signed 
by his father, who had a life tenure 
in the property. When Christley My- 
ers arrived this morning he found the 
house barricaded, his son refusing him 
entrance. He at once went to Somer- 
set. swore out a warrant for forcible 
entry and detainer, and on his return 
sought service for the writ. 
Young Myers fired at the constable, 
fatally wounding Michael Kearney. 
Then he fled to his boarding house, im- 
mediately adjoining, where Constable 
Nelson Lenhart and his brother, John 
Lenhart. followed him. He fired again, 
killing John Lenhart instantly. Sheriff 
Martin Hartsell of Somerset in a short 
time arrived with a posse. A crowd 
of infuriated citizens was guarding the 
boarding house, in the cellar of which 
young Myers was hiding. 

After an hour's waiting, a raid was 
made. A dozen shots were  ex- 
changed, Myers was finally overpow- 
ered. and while being taken down the 
steps of the house was struck by a 
gun in the hands of somebody in the 
crowd. He was knocked unconscious, 
but later recovered and was removed 
to Somerset. Michael Kearney died 
about 10 o’clock.

HAZY ESTERHAZY, 


FIRM OF LONDON LAWYERS MAKE 
A STATEMENT FOR THE COUNT. 


They Claim That He Has Made No 
Authorized Statements—He, How- 
ever, Has Committed Himeelf 
Several Times—Spanish Officials 
at Havana Invoicing Govern- 
ment Property. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] ~ 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Maj. Count Esterhazy, who 
recently retired from the French army, 
still remains in London, where he is 
now in the hands of a well-known 
firm of police court lawyers. The lat- 
ter issued a statement in his behalf 
yesterday declaring that he has not 
authorized any confession or revela- 
tions in the Dreyfus case. He particu- 
larly resents the imputation that he re- 
ceived payment for his story, and af- 
firms that he intends to act “for the 
best interests of his country and her 
army.” 

This grandiloquent declaration from 
such a scoundrel is so grotesque that 
it is amusing. Esterhazy has told three 
persons, probably more, within a 
month, that he wrote the Dreyfus bor- 
dereau. He also described an interest- 
ing list of other crimes committéd in 
connection with the case by himself 
and others. He affirms that there was 
moral, not.legal proof of Dreyfus’s 
guilt, and the officers of the French 
general's staff resorted to manufac- 
tured evidence in order to secure his 
condemnation, which was really de- 
served. He declared that he wrote the 
bordereau in obedience to orders from 
a superior officer, and justifies his act 
by saying that a soldier should place 
his conscience as well as his sword at 
the disposal of his superior officers 

But his story of how he came to 
write. the bordereau is almost cer- 
tainly false. He wrote it and handed 
it to two military officers of a foreign 
power before Dreyfus was dreamed of 
in connection with the affair. He wrote 
it under instructions from the officers 
of the intelligenee department by 
which he was employed, to obtain 
greater secrets in return. He was play- 
ing a double game. He was needy and 
he really reéeived money from both 
sides, and actually delivered the docu- 
ments named in the bordereau. 

When the fact that the documents 
were missing was discovered, Ester- 
hazy claimed the’ bordereau from those 
to whom it was delivered. That was 
why the bordereau was in pieces, and 
not because it had been extracted from 
a waste-paper basket at the German 
Embassy. That bordereau was handed 
to a civil spy who was charged with 
its transmission to Gen. Mercier, then 
Minister of War. As yet Dreyfus was 
positively unsuspected. Esterhazy 
trusted to a chapter of accidents for 
finding the resemblance between his 


handwriting. 


Had the handwriting on the borde- 
reau resembled that of any officer but 
the Jew, and one so thoroughly dis- 
liked as was Dreyfus, the victim of 
error would have gotten off with a 
five or ten years’ imprisonment; but 
it was almost a counterpart of the 
handwriting of the béte noir of the 
general staff—for Dreyfus was that 
Given half a dozen, Du Paty de Clams, 
Henrys, and Sandherrs, who were With- 
out scruple as to the means of satisfy- 
ing their hatred, and the rest followed 
as a matter of course. 

The manufacture of false evidence 
did not end with the bordereau, and 
Hsterhazy could, if he chose, make 
many more startling revelations, but 
he is so utterly discredited and so per- 
sistently mixes truth and falsehood 
that it is doutbful if any statement he 
makes will gain any credence even 
among the friends of Dreyfus. Ester- 
hazy is now almost penniless.

THEIR INSTRUCTIONS FIXED.

Sunday. The instructions cover sev- 
eral pages, and are mainly devoted to 
the question of the Philippines.

REVOLT AGAINST AGUINALDO. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Herald’s correspond- 
ent at Manila says: 

“Visiting Gen. Makabulos, the leader 
of the insurrection in the three prov- 
inces of Pampanga, Zambales and Ta- 
riac, yesterday at his headquarters at 
San Fernando, I found the old rebel 
greatly disgruntled at the high-handed 
methods of Aguinaldo. It is apparent 
that, despite the reports to the con- 
trary, the dictator has not taken the 
three provinces into his camp. 

“‘*Aguinaldo asked me to attend the 
Malolos congress,’ Gen. Makabuldés 
said. ‘I did not go. Many members of 
his own Cabinet were not present. 1 
do not approve of his course. He is- 
sued a proclamation to the people of 
the three provinces, asserting that the 
Americans had called -for an assess- 
ment from Zambales and Pampanga, 
and for assessments of $80,000 each 
from Zambales, Pampanga and Tariac 
to pay the war indemnity, in return 
for which payment the independence 
would be guaranteed. I sent out tax- 
gatherers and had collected $37,000 in 
Pampanga before I learned what he 
was doing, and stopped’ the collection. 
Spanish tax-hunters were no worse, I 
i not trust myself at Malolos.’ 

“Gen. Makabulos has 
himself to the party 
tator. He spoke in the highest terms 
of Pio Pilar, chief of the insurrec- 
tionists at Manila. At Malolos I saw 
four new Maxim machine guns. Sev- 
eral thousand stands of Mausers, which 
were recently landed at Catangas, 
were carried across the Laguna de 
Taal ‘into Bay Lake and down the 
Pasig River, through the American 
lines, in native boats, ostensibly laden 
with grass for the horses, and sent out 
of Manila on the railway, | 

“Aguinaldo himself gave me every 
assurance of his good intentions, but 
he looks worried, being apparently 
fearful of his soldiers. He is now en- 
gaged in rebuilding the wonderful cave 
fortifications at Biaknabato, which af- 
forded him impregnable refuge in the 
last revolution, and which the Spani- 
ards destroyed after the pacification. 

“The Malolos congress holds sessions 
every other day. The report that the 
congress voted yesterday in favor of 
annexation is untrue. The congress 
held no session yesterday.”

the squadron, is ordered to take his 
ships into nearly all the leading ports 
while making the long trip to the 
Philippines. Unless plans should be 
changed, the squadron will make port 
at Bahia, Para and Rio, if yellow fever 
does not prevail to an alarming extent, 
and possibly at Montevideo: 

It is the purpose of the department, 
especially, that the Chileans and Ar- 
gentines shall see some of the great 
fighters that so easily destroyed Cer- 
vera’s vessels. Secretary Long in- 
formed Capt. Barker that he may ex- 
ercise his own judgment about enter- 
ing ports on the way. At those so vis- 
ited the ships will receive coal from 
the colliers and Supplies from a re- 
frigerator vessel, and at the same time 
will be In close communication with 
authorities who may decide to change 
the present plans and hasten the jour- 
ney, should affairs in Manila assume a 
threatening aspect.

SAN JUAN, Sept. 19.—[{Delayed in 
transmission.) The evacuation of the 
outlying positions occupied by the 
Spaniards began today. Aguidilla, San 
Sebastian and Lares were abandoned 
by the troops of Spain and taken ros- 
session of by the Americans.

Spanish control is now confired 
to within a line drawn from Humacao 
to Abonito and from there to Arecibo, 
less than one-third uf the island. 

In spite of the fact that some of 
them have been disillusioned, the in- 
flux of American promoters continues. 
Most of them are’‘at Ponce and un- 
able to reach San Juan, owing to the 
military regulations: An agent of the 
American Sugar Refinery Company is 
here, and many others are seeking 
franchises and concessions. Most of 
them are fretting over the uravor- 
able delays. 

The condition of the troops on the 
island is not improving. Almost three 
thousand men have been reported sick. 
Gen. Brooke is doing all in his power 
to improve the condition of the sol- 
diers and afford them eyery comfort 
Possible. He has ordered every mill- 
tary tent on the island to be fitted 
wtih flooring. 


NOT BANKING ON IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,) Sept. 20.— 
Messrs. Luce and Dumares, the finan- 
cial agents of the government, who 
have established the Bank of Ponce 
here, are consulting with Maj.-Gen. 
Brooke relative to the currency situa- 
tion. They report that business is at 
a standstill, owing to the fluctuations 
of the local currency just at the time 
the jslanders need money for their 
crops.

CUBAN TROUBLES. 


The Army in Sore Distress for 


Food. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NDW YORK, Sept. 20.—Maj. Benja- 
min Giberga of the Cuban army who 
arrived here from Santiago on the 
transport Victor was at the head- 
quarters of the Cuban junta last night. 
Maj. Giberga went to Cuba in April 
last, and for a short time served as 
secretary to the president of the pro- 
visional government. He then joined 
Gen. Garcia and became his scout. Maj. 
Giberga left Gen. Garcia on Septem- 
ber 4, after the latter resignation 
from the Cuban army. Garcia was 
then at Baire, with a few members of 
his staff. Baire is about fifty miles 
from Santiago, in the interior of the 
island, and is the town where the 
present revolution started, on February 
24, 1895. 

According to Maj. Giberga, the resig- 
nation of:Gen. Garcia and its accept- 
ance by Gen. Gomez was a complete 
surprise to the civil officers of the Cu- 
ban republic. It was known that there 
was some friction between the two 
officers, but no one thought Garcia 
would resign from the army, and even 
if he should present his resignation, 
they did not believe Gomez would ac- 
cept it. The whole affair of the resig-’ 
nation and acceptance was carried on 
without the knowlecge of the civil! au- 
thorities, as Gen. Gomez, as comman- 
der in chief of the army promptly ac- 
cepted it without consulting the civil 
authorities. Maj. Giberga was _in- 
clined to believe that Garcia’s resig- 
nation would cause no dissension, al- 
though if it had been tendered prior 
to the cessation of hostilities it might 
have injured the Cuban cause. In 
speaking of the condition now existing 
me interior of the island, the major 
said: 

“The Cuban soldiers are suffering 
from lack of food. Before peace was 
declared they could obtain food by 
foraging from the country, but now 
they cannot do this. As a result the 
men, who have not been paid since 
they joined the sarmy, are suffering 
from starvation. They have no money 
with which to purchase food, and can- 
not take it from the field. The troops 
should be paid off as soon as possible 
and allowed to return to their homes, 
where they can once more engage in 
peaceful pursuits. The payment of the 
troops is, however, a serious problem 
which will have to be soluved at an 
early date.

appoint a new one. 

The Duke of Tetuan, who was Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs in the Cabinet of 
the late Premier, Canovas del Castillo, 
is quoted as saying in an interview: 

‘“Sefior Canovas, f he had lived, 
would never have cepted war with 
the United States. Canovas and myself 
were convinced that the war would 
lead to the inevitable ruin of Spain.” 

Continuing, the Duke blamed the 
Liberals, who, he sdid, could have 
averted war either by accepting the 
proffered good offices of the United 
States Minister, Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, or by treating with the insur- 
gents on the basis of Cuban independ- 
ence, or by selling Cuba. Sefior Sa- 
gasta, the Duke of Tetuan declared, is 
responsible for all the disasters and 
must be ejected from power. 


STRANGLED TO DEATH, 


New Yorker Murdered by Three Men 
for His Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—Andrew Cas- 
sagne was strangled to death by three 
men last night in the tenement in Wil- 
liamsburg, Brooklyn, which he occupied 
with his family. According to the story 
told to the police by Mrs. Cassagne, 
she found her husband dead on the 
floor beside the bead, while three men 
stood over him. She ran to her hus- 


band’s side, but was grasped by two of. 


_the men, who choked her nearly to in- 
sensibility, while the third man then 
searched the room, finding $500 under 
the mattress of the bed 

Meanwhile Mrs. Cassagne had con- 
trived to reach the door opening to 
the hall, and kicked upon it. His assail- 
ants relaxed their grasp upon her 
throat, and she was then able to 
scream, Which she did, just as the three 
men fled from the tenement with the 
money. This morping there were blue 
marks upon Mrs. Cassagne’s neck, 
bearing out the story of the assault 
upon her. Cassagne, who had been 
choked to death, was 54 years old, his 
wife being six years younger. The po- 
lice have arrested two men on suspi- 
cion. They are Michael Migel and John 
Thomas. 


BOTH MEN DEAD. 


Fierce Fight Between a Steamer’s 
Watchman and Mate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 20.—Word was re- 
ceived here today of a desperate and 
fatal duel between Mate Bart Davis 
and Night Watchman Charles Baker 
on board the steamer Mayflower, of the 
Diamond Jo line, which left here last 
night for Memphis. Both men are 
dead. 

For some time there had been a feud 
between the two men. Last night, when 
the boat was tied up ct Hug’s Land- 
ing, one mile from Creston, the watch- 
man attacked the mate with a knife. 
For some time the struggle lasted, both 
participants rolling about the deck to 
the horror of the passengers, who were 
unable to interfere. Finally, when the 
mate, who had been cut in numerous 
places, was about to give up, he suc- 
ceeded in pulling his revolver.

Brig.-Gen. Charles 
King is in command there, with de- 
tachments of various regiments, re- 
cruits and others, and if these are in- 
cluded in the assignment to Manila, 
Gen. King will accompany them. Of 
course the New York regiment under 
Col. Barber is on garrison duty at 
Honolulu, and will hardly be dis- 
turbed. 

The Hawaiian Islands are now a 
military district of the Department of 
California, of which I am commander, 
and I have placed King at the head 
of this district. The order for this 
was issued September 4, and its gist 
was that the troops will be consoli- 
dated into two camps, one to be called 
Camp McKinley, consisting of the 
First New York Regiment and a bat- 
talion of United States Volunteer En- 
gineers, as now, under command of 
Col. Thomas Barber, and another to 
be called Camp Otis, comprising all 
expeditionary troops temporarily in 
the district and commanded by the 
senior officer of those forces present.” 

Gen. Merriam is not favorably im- 
pressed with the camp-grounds at 
Honolulu, which he regards as worse 
than those at San Francisco, for they 
are destitue of drainage, and when the 
rains come will be very damp. He 
has made a demand for barrack-room 
in the basement of the Government 
building and in Kalakaua’s old bunga- 
low in the palace grounds, but this 
demand is resisted by the government, 
which claims the rooms, are used for 
the National Guard and for civil of- 
fices. 

Gen. Merriam said: “I do not know 
when barracks will be built at Hono- 
lulu. If any are put up in the near 
future they will be merely temporary. 
The troops now there are in tents, and 
may remain so for some time. Harbor 
defense for Honolulu is an important 
and weighty question. Engineers are 
now giving the subject attention, but 
it will require months to solve the 
problem. As far as,i know at pres- 
ent, the First New York will remain on 
the islands indefinitely.” 

The general is known to have fre- 
marked to some intimate friends that 
he did not think Honolulu was suita- 
ble for a large permanent camp, and 
that he was not in favor of establish- 
ing extensive barracks there. He said 
that the troops ordered to Manila will 
be dispatched as soon as possible. The 
transports now on the way back from 
the Philippines will be utilized for the 
purpose. 

BROUGHT SICK SOLDIERS.

HE’S BEEN THERE. 


JAMES WILDER OF HONOLULU 
TELLS OF HIS TRAVELS. 


Native Kings of Ponape, at War 

With One Another, Combined to 

Pitch into Spaniards Who Tried 

to Stop’ the Scrap—Pleasant 
Reading from Guam, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

HONOLULU, Sept. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. Wired from San Francisco, 
Sept. 20.) James Wilder, a relative of 
the Hawaiian Consul-General Wilder 
at San Francisco, has just returned to 
Honolulu from an extended trip in the 
Orient. In company with two Ameri- 
can tourists he visited the Caroline 
and Ladrone Islands before™war had 
been declared against Spain, and spent 
five months there. Wilder thinks the 
Carolines aire now in the hands of the 
natives, as both native kings on Po- 
nape fell on the Spaniards when the 
latter tried to stop the fight between 
the kings. The Spaniards were forced 
into the garrisons of Guam and Yap, 
and were compelled to send the only 
gunboat on the station to Manila for 
aid, where it was captured by Dewey. 
This gunboat had threatened the Prot- 
estant missions at Kusaie, but if the 
natives are in control the missions are 
now safe. 

When Wilder first landed in the La- 
drones he was suspected of being a 
spy in the employ of the United States, 
by the Spanish authorities. But after 
a time his party succeeded in convinc- 
ing the Spanish that they were what 
they represented themselves, merely 
tourists, and were treated well, 
Wilder said: ‘ 

“We visited all the islands of the 
group. They have a population of 
about 10,000, but only one place, Agana, 
that can be called a town.

CIVIL SERVICE CHANGES. 


A Number of Offices to Be Taken 
from the List. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—A dispatch 
trom Washington says that President 
McKinley has again taken up the 
question of relaxing the civil-service 
riles so as to open more places for 
political appointments. Some months 
ago when the subject was under discus- 
sion in Congress the President had the 
head of each executive department 
prepare recommendations showing 
which places under his department 
could best be exempted from the civil- 
service rules. 

An executive order was drawn up, 
based on these recommendations, and 
it has been on the desk of the Presi- 
dent untouched ever since. Now that 
the war is not occupying so much of 
his attention, and as the Congres- 
sional campaign is makfng the pres- 
gure for places stronger, the President 
is considering the matter, and it is ex- 
pected that he will igsue an order in a 
short time, taking a large number of 
places from the classified civil service 
and throwing them open to appoint- 
ment by the various heads of depart- 
ments and their subordinates. 

The places which will be removed 
from the protection of the civil-service 
law are those of private secretaries 
and chief clerks and confidential clerks 
of heads of departments, and all per- 
sons classed as firemen, watchmen and 
laborers. The most important exemp- 
tions will be internal revenue service 
throughout the country, where all dep- 
uty collectors of internal revenue and 
all storekeepers and gaugers who re- 
ceive less than $3 per day are to be 
taken from the classified service. 

In the customs service the only 
places now in the classified service 
that will be exempted are two at New 
York—the counsel to the board and 
general appraisers, and the paymaster 
to the Collector of the Port of New 
York. In the Department of Justice all 
attorneys and assistant attorneys and 
all deputy marshals are to be taken 
from the service, In the postal service

all superintendents of branch post- 
offices and carrier stations, and all 
clerks in charge of carrier stations, as- 
sistant carriers, private secretaries and 
stenographers to postmasters in the 
lager cities, managers, porters, char- 
woman, janitors, watchmen and labor- 
ers are to be taken from the classified 
service.

SPRECKELS AND SAN FRANCISCO 
CAPITAL HEAVILY INTERESTED. 


“Rough Rider” Will Run for Con- 
gress—Improvements at the Mex- 
ican Capitol—Burglars in San 
. Francisco—Politics. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—Articles 
of incorporation of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company were filed today. 
Ttie capital stock is fixed at $5,000,000, 
of which sum $220,000 has ben sub- 
scribed. The incorporators are Claus 
Spreckels, A. B. Spreckels, . Spreck- 
ele, Robert Watt and A. H. Payson. 

It is set forth that the purpose of 
the incorporation is to conduct a rail- 
way of the standard gauge in Colifornia, 
to ‘“‘be constructed from a point of con- 
nection with the railroad of the fan 
Francisco and Saa Joaquin Valley lail- 
way in the town of Bakersfield, County 
of Kern, thence by a praccicavle route 
to a point were such proposed rail- 


road shall connect with the pres- 
ent constructed line of railroad 
of the ‘Southern California Rail- 


way Company, in the City of los An- 
geles.”’ 

The road will be nearly two hundred 
miles in length and will be in operation 
in two years. Its completion will give 
Northern Caifornia its first competing 
railroad east, the Southern Pacific hav- 
ing had the monopoly of the business. 

ANOTHER RAILROAD DEAL. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—This 
afternoon the San Francisco and North. 
Pacific Railroad Company, which op- 
erates lines to Ukiah, leased its entire 
road, plant and rolling stock for twen- 
ty years to the California Northwestern 
Railway Company.

The California Northwestern is a 
new incorporation, the purpose of which 
is to build a connecting line from the 
Gan Francisco and North Pacific Coast 
to the timber belt of Mendocino county.

GETS DOWN TO FISH. 


Both Sides of the Line Hook Onto 
the Idea That Fresh-water Hab- . 
itants Deserve Protection.

OUR FARMERS TALK TODAY. 


THE NATIONAL GRANGE DESIRES 
TO BE HEARD. 


Split on the Lumber Question Seems 
Assured—Owners of Crown Lands 
Cannot Help Ship Logs to 
This Country. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
UEBEC, Sept. 20.—The internationa 
met in joint session for 
an hour this afternoon, and adjourned 
to meet again at 10:30 a. m. Thursday. 
The adjournment over tomorrow is 
taken because of ceremonies attending 
the unveiling of the Champlain monu- 
ment. in which the members of the 
high commission are to participate. 

The American commissioners met as 
usual at 9 o'clock this morning and 
again at4p.m. They listened to the 
arguments of Messrs. Babcock of New 
York and Fallon of Ohio, who repre- 
sent the interests of the United States 
fisheries. As usual, all of the pro- 
ceedings were behind closed doors, but 
so far as the fresh-water fisheries are 
concerned, it is understood that the 
Americans and Canadians will agree 
with little trouble. Both sides desire 
the better protection of the fresh-water 
fish, and no doubt this part of the pro- 
posed treaty will readily be disposed of. 

Tomorrow, the interests of the United 
States farmers will be heard. A num- 
ber of the border States may be repre- 
sented, but as yet the American com- 
missioners have heard only from the 
National Grange, Aaron Jones of South 
Bend, worthy master of the Grange, 
and Secretary John Trimble of Wash- 
ington have notified the commissioners 
that they desire to be heard. It is pre- 
sumed that they will protest in a gen- 
eral way against the reduction or re- 
moval of the tariff on Canadian agri- 
cultural products and especially bar- 
ley, hay, oats and potatoes 

The indications are that the Cana- 
dian commissioners are going to take 
a very determined position on the lum- 
ber question. Hon. A. 8S. Hardy, Pre- 
mier of Ontario, and George W. Ross, 
Minister of Education, arrived here to- 
day and represent the Ontario govern- 
ment in the lumber question. They de- 
clare unreservedly that no concessions 
will be made by the present Canadian 
government in the way of permitting 
logs to go free into the United States 
unless the United States makes some 
concession in the way of reducing or 
removin the present duty of $2 a 
thousand on Canadian sawed lumber: 
Last year the Ontario Legislature 
passed a law that no logs cut on 
crown lands by American lumbermen 
should be taken into the United States 
to be sawed into lumber in American 
mills. 

This law was no doubt a result of 
the $2 duty put upon all Canadian lum- 
ber in the Dingley law, but has been 
a disastrous law to such of the Amer- 
ican lumbermen as own large tracts of 
crown timber lands in Ontario. These 
lumbermen contend that the Canadian 
government knew when it sold. the 
timber to the Americans that it was to 
be sawed in American mills, and, hav- 
ing this knowledge, the government 
has no right on which to pass a law 
of this character. But the Canadians 
waive that point, and say it must be 
free a and.free lumber, or no change 
at all. 

Clark Wallace, former Minister of 
Customs, now representing the Cana- 
dian Manufacturing Association, also 
arrived here today for the purpose of 
conferring with the Canadian commis- 
sioners. He counseled the Canadian 
commissioners to stand by the present 
protective duty on certain manufac- 
tured goods sent into Canada from the 
United States. Textiles and manu- 
factured iron implements are the prin- 
cipal articles upon which he urges that 
no reduction be made. He says that 
the Canadian manufacturers are all 
the time growing and free importations 
will paralyze them. 

C. M. Hays, general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company, has 
been in consultation with both the 
American and Canadian commission- 
ers, and states that probably there will 
be little difficulty in settling the bond- 
ing question, the alien-labor question 
and other matters in which the rail- 
roads are concerned. 


Did not Find Any. 

SEATTLE, Sept. 20.—From Capt. 
Downing of the steam schooner Fx- 
celsior from Copper River, it is learned 
that the United States gunboat Wheel- 
ing did not find many destitute miners 
at Copper River and Cook’s Inlet. Com- 
mander Sebree of the Wheeling, he 
said, will report to the Treasury De- 
partment that the number applying for 
aid was not sufficient to justify the 
return of the gunboat to Sitka. Ac- 
cordingly the Wheelnig proceeded to 
St. Michaels with Gov. Bradley as a 
passenger, It is not unlikely that pros- 
pectors may need aid later in the year.

WATER, NOT WINE. 


W.C.T.U. Appeals to the Builders of 
Battleship Illinois. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Unsuccessful in 
their efforts to induce Gov. Tanner to 
substitute water for wine in the chris- 
tening of the battleship Illinois, and 
failingof the positive assistance sought 
from President McKinley and Secre- 
tary Long, the officers of the W.C.T.U. 
have focused their endeavors on the 
shipbuilders. Miss Lillian M. N. Ste- 
vens, the national president, has sent 
a letter to the contractors urging the 
use of water instead of wine in the 
ceremony. 

“In Secretary Long’s answer to our 
letter,”” Mrs. Stevens said, “we were 
told the shipbuilders are the persons 
having authority in this matter, there- 
fore we have written to them. This, 
I believe, will be our final appeal.” 

The letter from the Secretary was as

ATE POISONED BEEF. 


Fifty-five People Who Attended a 
Church Social Taken Sick. 
P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NILES (Mich.,) Sept. 20.—Nearly 
one-tenth of the entire population of 
Plainwell, a little village in Allegan 
county, is ill from eating canned beef 
at a church social. Fifty-five persons 
were poisoned, two are dagerously 
ill, and four are expected to die, the 
doctors having expressed no hope of 
their recovery. 

The ladies of the Presbyterian 
Church gave a supper, and about a 
hundred guests were present, all of 
whom had supper and partook of 
canned beef. So far fifty cases of 
poisoning have been reported, and in 
each case it has been learned that 
the patients had eaten of the beef. 
Some were violently ill, and it was 
thought at one time, at least a dozen 
would succumb to the poison. 

Steps are beime taken to make a 
rigid investigation into the food, the 
doctors believing either the meat was 
diseased or the combination of the 
tin and beef resulted in poisoning. 


IMPROVING MEXICO'S CAPITOL. 


Important Undertakings Entered 
into by Foreign Contractors, 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—Private 
advices received in this city are to the 
effect that extensive improvements are 
contemplated in the City of Mexico. 

Pierson. & Sons, the English contrac- 
tors, have leased the Tehuantepec Rail- 
road, and expect to construct and re- 
build the entire roadbed. The govern- 
ment will make improvements at Coatz- 
acoalcos, on the Atlantic side of the 
isthmus by dredging out the bar, and 
making a harbor suitable for the larg- 
est ocean steamers. Six million dollars 
will be expended in this work. 

The contract to sewer the entire City 
of Mexico has been let by the Sanita- 
tion Board to a firm of rich contrac- 
tors, Messrs. Vesin & Letellier, of Paris, 
representing French capitalists. The 
sewerage system must be completed 
within four years from the date of the 
contract. 


Division of Express Business. 


OMAHA, (Neb.,) Sept. 20.—The great- 
est change in the affairs of the Pacifio 
Express Company since its redrganiza- 
tion here last spring was effected to- 
day. It is the turning over of half of 
its business on the railway lines of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany to the Great Northern Express 
Company.

WHAT WILL THEY DO? 


POLICH INVESTIGATION TO BE 
MADE PUBLIC. 


Filing of Specific Charges Invited, 
but Few, if Any, Expected—New 
Tracks on Broadway. 


TO VACATE NIGGER ALLEY. 


AN ORDER AMENDED IN THE CITY’S 
WATER LITIGATION. 


County Auditor Bicknell’s Tax Levy 
Estimates—Defendant in a Di- 
j vorce Suit Fined for 
Contempt. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
has grown tired of private investiga- 
tions, and after spending several days 
in trying to ascertain what has long 
been patent to those familiar with the 
system émployed by the police depart- 
ment, the board has decided that it 
will hold an open meeting Friday at 
the office of Chief Glass, for the pur- 
pose of hearing such complaints as may 
then be made. If there are no com- 
plaints, the existing police system may 
be “vindicated,” but such a course will 
not meet with the ynanimous consent 
of the board. 

The street-car tracks on Broadway 
between First and Tenth streets are to 
be replaced with rails like those now 
being laid on Spring street. In re- 
sponse to the repeated urgent requests 
of Street Superintendent Drain the 
Los Angeles Railway Company has de- 
cided to place its part of Broadway in 
as good conditon as either Main or 
Spring streets, which have recently 
been resurfaced. 

The sale of city bonds at 1.05% has 
given Los Angeles 4s good an adver- 
tisement among the money centers of 
the country as the city could have re- 
ceived. The sale is the best that has 
ever been made in any city in this part 
of the country. : 

The revival of an old suit against the 
city brings the old disputed question 
of the abandonment of Nigger alley as 
a street again to the front. The present 
action was begun by Mrs. Bigelow ten 
years ago, but for one cause and an- 
other had been allowed to remain in 
abeyance until the present time. 

A rather curious turn was given to @ 
divorce proceeding yesterday, when the 
defendant and cross-complainant was 
fined $5 by Judge Allen for carrying a 
loaded revolver into court. When Wil- 
liam H. B. Hayward threw the pistol 
on the table and it bounced along, théefe 
was a ducking of heads among the at- 
torneys, they not knowing but that it 
would explode. 

Judge Oster made an order yester- 
day amendatory to his order of Sep- 
tember 10, appointing a receiver for the 
Water Company, and the latfer cor- 
poration, as well as the Crystal Springs 
Company, filed bonds in accordance 
with the terms of the court’s orders en- 
joining the city from interference.

TRYING TO HEDGE. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS DON’T 
KNOW WHAT TO DO. 


Public Session of ANeged Investiga- 
tion to Be Held Friday—What is 
Intended—New Car Tracks to Re 
Laid on Broadway. 


An opportunity is to be given all per- 
sons who know that the Police Depart- 
ment has been violating its own rules, 
as well as the laws of the land, to ap- 

ar before the Board of Police Com- 

issioners and state what they kmow, 
the expectation being, of course, that 
they will cite specific instances of these 
violations. satisfied with their in- 
vestigation nto the methods of the de- 
partment, the mernbers have decided 
that by holding am open session at the 
office of the Chief of Police they will 
escape the responsibility for not taking 
cognizance of the numerous violations 
of the law and for mot imsisting and 
demanding that the officers of the de- 
partment obey the laws instead of vio- 
ate them. 
' The determination to hold this cneet- 
ing, by which the commission expects 
to clear itself of all responsibility, was 
arrived at in a special private meeting 
of the board held im the private office 
of the Mayor after the adjournment of 
the regular weekly meeting of the 
board. At that regular meeting there 
was not even the most remote refer- 
ence made to the unlawful police meth- 
ods, but immediately after adjourn- 
ment a private session was held, in 
which it was decided\¢hat the members 
had had emough of private investige- 
tions on their own account and that 
they wished the public to be adenitted 
to their investigating sessions here- 
after. The private session was by m0 
means a tranquil cme, At the opening 
of it the members avho had attended the 
so-called investigation last Friday 
stated what they had found, or, rather, 
etated a portion of what they had 
learned, here was a demand by ome 
of the members for a reprimand to 
Chief Glass, but the others could not 
see their way clear, in the absence of 
other evidence, to ord?r this reprimand. 
It was steted that the members who had 
participated in last Friday's “‘investi- 
gation” were tired of the responsibility 
and they demanded that e entire 
board assume ite proportion of it. The 
question was asked in what specific in- 
stance the Police Department had vio- 
lated the laav, and as this question was 
not answered (to the satisfaction of all, 
the suggestion was made that a public 
meeting be held at which such _in- 
stamces could be brought to the alten- 
tion the coenmissioners. This oppor- 
tunity to escape from the responsibility 
for the adoption by the department of 
some of the methods of Spanish in- 
quisilorial bodies was seized upon, and 
he annoumcement was made that on 
Friday afternoon there will be a special 
meeting of the commission, to which all 
persons who know aught of violations 
of the law by the police are invited, 

Just what the result of this meeting 
will be cannot with certainty be antici- 
pated. If no one appears before the 
board that body may take it as indi- 
cating that there is nothng to com- 
plain of, and may therefore proceed to 
apply the coat of whitewash to the 
system which some of the officers are 
so anxious shall be applied. It is al- 
me pened improbable that any person 
will appear at the meeting. 

At the private session of the board 
yesterday the injustice of a secret in- 
vestigation of the department, and the 
inability by the commissioners to dis- 


j cover anything by means of such an in- 


vestigation, was pointed out. One com- 
missioner stated positively that he had 
learned . enough to satisfy him that 
there was for reform in several 


matters. he: ‘ ere there is ao 


| 


much smoke there is certain to be some 
fire. The newspapers would not be so 
unanimous in this matter, considering 
that there is such opposition among 
them on other things, if there was not 
something of truth in what they all 
have charged. I am therefore in favor 
of a public investigation.” It was also 
stated that the commissioners had not 
done the right thing in having a secret 
investigation to begin with, and then 
call for a public investigation. 

I only wish that the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners was an independent 
body,” said one of the commissioners 
after the meeting had adjourned. 

There would then be some fun in the 
police department.” Asked what he 
meant by the latter assertion, he said:

TO RESURFACE BROADWAY. 


Extensive Improvements to Be Made 
by the Street Railway Company. 


For many months past complaints as 
to the condition of the roadway on 
Broadway on that portion of the 
Street which is paved with asphaltum 
have been received by various officers 
of the city. A number of these com- 
Plaints have been addressed to mem- 
bers of the City Council and others 
to Street Superintendent Drain. Spe- 
cial complaint was made of the holes 
in the street near the street-railway 
tracks, and demand was made that 
they be repaired. Of course, from 
time to time, the large holes in that 
street have been repaired, but there 
remained a number of smaller ones, 
which gave almost as much trouble 
as the larger ones. In order to se- 
cure for the people who travel on 
Broadway as good a street as possible, 
Street Superintendent Drain has been 
endeavoring to induce the Los An- 
geles’ Railway Company to thoroughly 
repair that portion of the street ad- 
jacent to their tracks. In this part 
of the street the holes are most nu- 
merous, owing to the frequent neces- 
sity of tearing out the paving to re- 
pair the old rails and the inability 
of the company to place the paving 
back in the same condition as it was 
before. 

After months of labour, Street Super- 
intendent Drain has succeeded in his 
efforts, and the result will be that Broad- 
Way, except in certain small portions 
of it, will soon be in almost as good 
condition as is Main and Spring 
streets, which have recently been re- 
surfaced. Through the efforts of Mr. 
Drain, the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany has agreed to replace the tracks 
on Broadway, between First and Tenth 
streets, with the same kinds of rails 
as are being placed in Spring street. 
All the old cable slots are to be re- 
moved and the heaviest rails made for 
street-car service are to be placed on 
Broadway. In addition to the relay- 
ing of the track, the company will re- 
surface the street between its tracks, 
between the rails and for two feet on 
each side of the tracks, as soon as 
the new rails are laid. Official an- 
nouncement was made yesterday that 
this work will be begun within the 
next sixty days. It ywill be started as 
soon as the present work on Snoring 
and North Main street is completed, 
and it will be pushed to completion 
as rapidly as possible. 

This work really means that Broad- 
way is to be resurfaced, for the im- 
provements to be made in the street 
will include a large portion of the 
Broadway. Such holes as exist in the 
street outiside of that portion that the 
company will repair, will at once be 
repaired, and without the expenditure 
of a cent by the property-owners they 
will secure the benefit of as good a 
street as there is in the city. 


LIKE THE GOVERNMENT. 


Credit of Los Angeles as Good as 
That of the United States. 


It has been learned that the price for 
which the new issues of city bonds were 
sold by the City Council Monday is 
the best that has been offered in this 
part of the country for years, and is 
the best that has ever been offered in 
this city for any class of municipal se- 
curities. Unfortunately, the city will be 
unable to use directly for current pur- 
poses the $18,000 premium which will 
be paid for the bonds, as that goes into 
the interest and sinking fund, and can 
not be taken therefrom. It will make it 
possible, however, for a smaller amount 
to be devoted to that fund from the 
other revenues of the city, and there- 
fore the city will receive the same ben- 
efit that it would had it been possible 
to spend the money as it is needed. 

A number of the representatives of 
the bond-buying firms who failed to 
secure the contract, left for the East 
yesterday, but a number of them de- 
cided that now that they are in the 
best portion of the country to visit the 
points of interest in and around Los 
Angeles. A party of six of them went 
to San Diego yesterday afternoon to re- 
main several days, and others took a 
trip to Mt. Lowe and other points 
nearer the city. Pasadena was a cen- 
ter of attraction for several of the vis- 
itors, and, accompanied by a number 
of friends they had made here, several 
of them took a tally-ho trip to that 
city and the San Gabriel Valley yes- 
terday morning. 

The ordinance approving the ac- 
ceptance of the bid of Shephard & Co. 
at 1.05%, was published yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and at once became a law. The 
representative of that firm was given 
a certified copy of the proceedings in 
the bond issue yesterday as soon as 
the publication made, and imme- 
diately left for New York to report his 
succegs to the firm. He was not very 
enthusiastic over his bid, saying that 
his assertion before the Council that it 
was a flat bid and should not have in- 
cluded accrued interest, should have 
been accepted, rather than the Coun- 
cil taking his bid as meaning to in- 
clude accrued interest. He declared 
that his bid was so high that none of 
the other bidders would be willing 
to take it off his hands at the same 
figures, but this was not borne out by 
investigation yesterday, more than one 
of the other bidders saying they would 
be willing to bid 1.06% if they again had 
the opporunity. 

The sale of the bonds at such a high 
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price ig one of the best advertisements 
the city has had for some time. It was 
stated by a number of the bond buy- 
ers that among the eastern financial 
firms the credit of Los Angeles is as 
good’ as that of any other city in the 
world, and they would have no more 
hesitancy in buying bonds of this city 
than they would those issued by the 
government. 


Unfair Methods Charged. 

A large number of property owners 
interested in the opening of Tenth 
street between Elwood and Wilson 
streets have sent a protest to the City 
Council complaining of the manner in 
which the petition for that work was 
secured. The protestants assert that 
when the petition was circulated many 
signatures were obtained on the repre- 
sentation and promise that the cost of 
opening the street would not be more 
than one or two dollars per lot, and 
that the district of assessment would 
be so large that the property owners 
who have the improvement to pay for 
would have but little to pay, while the 
others outside the district would have 
to bear the greater portion of the bur- 
den of the expenses. The commission- 
ers were appointed, and they assessed 
the damages and benefits as they 
thought best. The result was thatanum- 
ber of persons who thought they would 
have only a small sum to pay were as- 
sessed for large amounts. The protes- 
tants allege that unfair methods were 
employed to secure signatures to the 
petition, and therefore the petition 
should not be considered in good faith. 
They ask for a revision of the entire 
transaction on the grounds that they 
have been led to believe something that 
was not possible under the circum- 
stances.

NIGGER ALLEY AGAIN, 


A SUIT BEGUN TEN YEARS 
NOW REVIVED.

Mrs. L. M. Bigelow Seeks to Have 
the Historic Alley Vacated and 
Abandaned in Accordance With 
the Terms of an Original Stipu- 
lation. 


The Calle de los Negros has figured 
largely in the history of the city and 
by the popular appellation of Nigger 
Alley has formed the basis of repeated 
law-suits and apparently interminable 
litigation. And now once more the 
little street that in early days was the 
center of a mad _ ££ OMhilarity, and 
where, on Saturday and Sunday 
nights, Indians of both sexes 
and of all ages would gather in wildest 
orgies, is again being exploited in 
court. 

‘'he suit that came to trial yesterday 
before Judge Clark was begun just 
about ten years ago by Mrs. L. M. Bige- 
low ageinst the city of Los Angeles. 
The plaintiff to the action owned a 
tract of land bounded on the north 
by the Plaza, on the east by Nigger 
Alley, om the west.-by an alleyway 
abouc ten feet wide, and on the soutn 
bv the lands of Juan tanchez de En- 
riaues and Philip Yarnier. The city de- 
sired to open and extend Los Angeles 
street through this tractof land and in 
November, 1887, began a codemnation 
suit for that purpose. Before aything 
had been done, however, a stipulation 
was entered into by which, as it then 
avpeared. the matter would be amica- 
bly adjusted. The city agreed to pay 
for the strip of land required the sum 
of $12,000, and that so soon as Los An- 
geles street should be declared open 
an ordinance would be passed vacating 
and abandoning Nigger Alley as a 
street. 

There was considerable difficulty in 
carrying this stipulation into effect, 
and the plaintiff had to invoke the aid 
of the court to restrain the city from 
taking action in the matter until the 
atmount agreed upon fad been paid over. 
Kinaliy, however, .ne 312,00u was paid, 
end shortly after an ordinance was 
passed by the City Council wacating 
and abandoning Nigger Alley, but it 
was vetoed by the Mayor. Tne aban- 
donment was part of the consideration 
of the stipulation with Mrs. Bigelow, 
and the Council unenimously passed the 
ordinance over the Mayor’s veto. There 
the matter slept for a while until the 
present suit was begun. The action 
was complicated by M. J. Newmark and 
Pierre Laronde coming into the suit 
as intervenors to protest egainst Nig- 
ger Alley being abandoned, the former 
alleging that by closing up the street 
his property would be depreciated in 
value to the extent of $25,000,-and the 
latter saying he would suffer $50,000 
damage, this being the estimated value 
of his property. 

After sleeping peacefully for several 

years the suit has been galvanized into 
life, and Judge Hutton’ yesierday 
claimed on behalf of Mrs Bigelow 
that the vacation of Nigger Alley was 
a most essential part of the original] 
agreement by which his client had 
consented to grant the city the right 
to make the Los Angeles street exten- 
sion; that Nigger Alley had never been 
abandoned, and the city never had kept 
faith in the agreement, for the ordi- 
nance of abandonment that was passed 
was an invalid ordinance in that no or- 
dinance of intention had been given, and 
consequently the city had no jurisdic- 
tion. 
Assistant City Attorney Crutcher and 
Deputy Thomas, in representing the 
city agreed that the order of court 
made in December, 1887 in which the 
$12.000 was ordered paid without refer- 
ence to any abandonment of Nigger 
Alley, had never been reversed nor 
modified and was final, and this they 
pleaded as a bar to the plaintiff's right 
to recover a hearing. 

During the time that has elapsed 
since the suit was begun Pierre Lar- 
onde obtained an order of court per- 
petually enjoining the city from vacat- 
ing the celebrated alley, and so if the 
city should be made by the court to 
carry out the original condition of 
the stipulation with Mrs. Bigelow in 
the condemnation proceedings that 
would have to be instituted the city 
would undoubtedly have to pay a good- 
ly amount in damages to the property- 
owners. In the mean time Mrs. Bige- 
low is herself demanding recompense 
for the loss she has suffered by having 
had to tear down buildings to make 
way for the street extension, and on 
the other hand has been debarred from 
rebuilding, as the alley has never been 
abandoned and the intervening space 
of ground is too narrow to admit of any 
building. operations, 

The case was continued until Octo- 
ber 18, to permit City Attorney Dunn to 
put in any evidence he may see fit. He 
is now away on his vacation. 


THE WATER LITIGATION. 


One of the Original Orders Amended 
by Judge Oster. 

Judge Oster of San Bernardino yes- 
terday made an order amending the one 
made on September 10, in the suit of 
the city of Los Angeles against the 
Los Angeles City Water Company et 
al., fixing the amount of the under- 
taking for staying the operation of the 
order appointing a receiver. It is 
amended, in so far as it directed the 
defendants to turn over to the re- 
ceiver all moneys collected by the City 
Water Company since the commence- 
ment of the action, the insertion 
after the last paragraph of the order 
the following: 

“And it is further ordered that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed 
as staying the operation of or affecting 
in any way the provisions in said or- 
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der appointing said receiver, which en- 
join and restrain the defendants in said 
action from demanding, collecting. re- 
ceiving or taking any of the rents, is- 
sues or profits (exclusive of charges 
for service connections) then or there- 
after to become due on account of sale 
of water in the city of Los Angeles 
since the filing of the complaint in said 
action, from the waterworks system 
operated and managed by the Los An- 
geles City Water Company at the time 
of the said action, or from demanding,, 
etc., or taking the moneys theretofore 
collected and deposited in the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank in accordance 
with the stipulation of the attorneys, 
but that said provision of said order 
so enjoining and restraining said de- 
fendants as aforesaid, be and remain 
in full ferce and effect.” 

The practical effect of the above 
amendatory paragraph is to prevent 
the bond on appeal from staying that 
part of the injunction that restrains 
the defendants from taking possession 
of money collected by the water com - 
pany and deposited in the Farmers 
and Merchants’ Bank on a stipulation 
and escrow agreement. 

The above order followed close after 
the filing by the Los Angeles City Wa- 
ter Company of a $50,000 bond on the 
injunction restraining the city from 
seizing or in any way interfering with 
the waterworks system. The United 
States Fidelity and Guarantee Com- 
pany, organized under the laws of 
Maryland, is the surety, and guaran- 
tees the city against any loss that may 
accrue to it if it is finally decided that 
the plaintiff in the action was not en- 
titled to the order. 

The Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company also filed a similar bond for 
$5000, with the same surety. 


FINED FOR CONTEMPT. 


Court Officials Scatter Before a 
Loaded Pistol. 

The Hayward divorce suit that came 
to trial yesterday before Judge Allen 
in Department Six, was replete with 
sensational incidents. The trial of the 
case began at 5 o’clock on Monday 
afternoon, and while absolute stillress 
pervaded all other parts of the Court- 
house, the testimony in Department 
Six made the air vibrate with its lurid 
details and particulars. 

The suit was begun by Mrs. Mabel 
Hiayward, who charged her husband, 
William H. B..Hayward, who Is man- 
ager for Alexander & Co., agents for 
the Smith Premier tlpewriter, with 
cruelty. Her husWand got back at her, 
however, with a cross compila'tnt in 
wrich he also alleged cruelty and the 
statutory offense. J. L. Murphey, Esq., 
vepresented the husband, aad Dzist.- 
Donnell watched the nt@r:sts of 
Mrs. Hayward. 

When the case reopened yesterday 
morning Mr. Donnell intimate’ to the 
court that there had been some talk of 
packing pistols and Gatlin:; guns into 
the courtroom, and if such was the 
case he would like if such persons 
would unburden themselves. Mr. Mur- 
phey looked savoge and wanted to know 
if he had been insinuated agaifist, but 
he hadn’t, and so he quieted down. 
Everyone was staring at everyone else; 
wondering who it was that had the ar- 
senal underneath his coat-tails. The 
defendant and cross-complajnant 
slipped his hand toward his hip pocket 
and flipped a Smith & Wesson pistol 
across the table. It bounded from the 
lawyers’ table onto the reporters’ desk, 
the court stenographer and the lawyers 
in the immediate vicinity falling over 
themselves to get out of the way. When 
the weapon was finally picked up by 
the clerk Of the court it was found to 
have every chamber loaded. 

When the excitement attending this 
little incident had subsided, testimony 
in the case was presented. The cruel- 
ties charged by Mrs. Hayward were as 
nothing as compared with the cruelties 
charged against her. She alleged that 
her husband had called her a “monkey 
face,” and had kicked her, but he as- 
serted that she loved gadding better 
than her home; that during Fiesta she 
posed as a queen on one of the floats, 
much to his chagrin, and that after 
playing at royalty she scaled from the 
sublime to the ridiculous by adjourn- 
ing to a saloon and drinking beer with 
gentlemen friends in unroyal 
fashion. And to prove the vagaries of 
Mrs. Hayward, some photogranhs were 
introduced which represented her dis- 
porting herself in masculine attire. 
These photos were especially displeas- 
ing to Mrs. Hayward, it seemed, for 
when she got the chance she attempted 
to tear them un. 

Clarence H. Russell, who was named 
as co-respondent, had a most unpleas- 
ant role to fill. The several witnesses 
who testified had their attention drawn 
to him, and they identified him as be- 
ing Mrs. Hayward’s companion under 
very compromising circumstances at 
Santa Monica and elsewhere. 

The court granted a decree to the 
defendant husband on the cross-com- 
plaint, and awarded to him the cus- 
tody of the two minor children. That 
done the husband was called upon to 
show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt in coming into 
court with a concealed weapon upon 
his person. Mr. Hayward stated that 
he had been advised by Chief Glass 
that inasmuch as he had been threat- 
ened with bodily harm. he was.entitled 
to carry a weapon. The explanation 
did not satisfy the court, and the de- 
fendant had another try. He said that 
belonging as he did to a military or- 
ganization. he had permission from 
the Governor to carry arms, but the 
court held that that did not mean 
concealed weapons, and levied a fine 
of $5 upon the offender. Hayward drew 
his check for the amount, and the mat- 
ter ended. The case was heard behind 
closed doors.

THE MESNAGERS’ TENANT. 


A Suit to Oust Rambaud from the 
Hermitage. 

The trouble between the Mesnagers 
and their alleged unruly tenant, Al- 
bert Rambaud, has entered upon a 
new phase. Yesterday Marie le Mes- 
nager and George Mesnager, her hus- 
band, began suit.against Rambaud to 
have a lease terminated, to recover 
immediate possession of a_i certain 
ranch, and obtain judgment for $2000 
as damages. 

In August, 1893, George Mesnager 
and P. Darancet'tte owned a tract of 
land in the Crescenta district, known 
as the Hermitage vineyard, and in 
that month leased it to the defendant 
for seven years, from October 18, 1893. 
In September of the following year 
the ranch was conveyed to Mrs. Marie 
Mesnager, and from that time to the 
present, it is alleged that the defend- 
ant has broken. the terms of the lease, 


and played general havoo at the ranch. 

It is specifically alleged that Ram- 
baud has never replanted any of the 
vines that have died off; that he has 
not properly plowed and attended to 
the vineyard, and has pruned in such 
@& negligent manner as to work serious 
injury. By this system of general neg- 
lect it is alleged that the vines have 
become so impoverished that they will 
require several years to recuperate 
and resume their orginal productive- 
ness. The water that in larf¥e measure 
ought to have been supplied to the 
vineyard has, it is asserted, been used 
to irrigate grain crops, and the large 
storage reservoir has been permitted 
to remain so continuously dry that the 
cement has cracked and its efficiency 
been impaired. 

In these premises the relief indicated 
is prayed for. 


THE LENOTT CASE. 


Why a Man Might not Plog His 


Water Pipe. 

Judge Smith decided the case of Louts 
Lenott, ca appeal from the justice’s 
court at Sam Gabriel, yesterday, re- 
versing the decision of ttre lower court 
and ordering a new trial. At the same 
{ime the court intimated that in his 
opinion the case ought to be dismissed. 

Lenott was convicted in the justice’s 
court of digging up and _  tarnpering 
with a water pipe, under a clause of 
the statute making that an especial of- 
fense. But the water pipe that Lenott 
plugged up was his own, and it seemed 
hardly comceivable that the law should 
contemplate interfering with a man’s 
disposition of his own property. Judge 
Smith stated ¢hat in the statute re- 
lating to malicious mischief the word 
‘enalicious’ did not appear in several 
of «he sections, and the imference was 
that in the offense dealt with in those 
sections malice was not an essential ele- 
ment. In such cases as the ome at bar, 
however, the court had never satisfied 
itself whether malice was requisite or 
not to constitute am offense and bring 
them within the purview of the statute. 
Taking out a hvdrant, or putting a 
plug in one’s owm pipe line when the 
complaining witness had certain rights 
in the pipe line, reduced both parties, 
the court considered, to the level of 
tenants in common. In such case no ac- 
tion would lie, each party having rights 
im ccenmmon with the otrer.

“PERNICIOUS ACTIVITY.”’ 

The following paragraph, which is 
clipped from the Anaheim Plaindealer, 
takes a peculiar view of a question 
which is of material importance and 
interest to every citizen: 

“We do not share the sentiment of 
the Los Angeles Times that Federal of- 
fice-holders control, or can control or 
influence the nominations of the Re- 
publican party. It is a reflection upon 
the spirit and intelligence of the class 
of men who make up the rank and file 
of the Republican party that is unfair 
to it and to them. On the other hand 
because a man happens to hold a Fed- 
eral office, we don’t think it should dis- 
qualify him from taking an active part 
in what he believes as an American 
citizen is to the welfare and best in- 
terests of the State.” 

It is a fact beyond dispute that Fed- 
eral officials have in numerous in- 
stances controlled nominations, not 
only in the Republican party, but in 
the Democratic party. Where they 
have not actually controlled nomina- 
tions, they have in many cases exerted 
a strong and a wrong influence in that 
direction, to the detriment of pure pol- 
itics and a free choice of candidates 
by the people... This is not a mere mat- 
ter of conjecture. It is a simple fact, 
well known to every person who fs 
posted on the men and the methods of 
politics. 


The “pernicious activity” of office- 


holders, Federal and otherwise, has 
long been a serious evil, for which 


ithe best men in both great parties 


have earnestly sought a remedy, 
though not with the success that could 
be desired. It is absurd to attempt at 
this late day a defense of a practice 
which is acknowledged by the best men 
of all parties to be pernicious and 
wrong. 

The fact that a man “happens to 
hold a Federal office” need not and 
should not wholly prevent his partici- 
pation in political affairs. His duties 
as a citizen do not cease when he en- 
ters the public service, either as a Fed- 
eral, a State, a county, or a municipal 
office-holder. But it does not comport 
with the duties of a Federal or other 
official for such official to take a lead- 
ing part in political conventions; to 
furnish motive power for the operation 
of political machines; nor to enter ac- 
tively into the executive work of polit- 
ical campaigns. It is impossible for 
an office-holder to do these things 
without neglecting the duties of his of- 
fice in a greater ora less degree. 
Therefore, while every man who holds 
office should do his duty as a citizen, 
and should cast his vote for the can- 
didates of his choice on election days, 
he should refrajn from attempting ‘to 
enact the role of a_ political boss, 
heeler, wire-puller, organizer, or man- 
ager. A public sentiment must be 
created which will compel the enforce- 
ment of this unwritten law, if we are 
to have decency and cleanness in na- 
tional, State, and local politics. 


RUSH THE CANAL. 

A praiseworthy effort is being made 
in San Diego to push the construction 
by the government of the Nicaragua 
Canal. This is an effort in which the 
people of Los Angeles can well afford 
to stand in heartily with our brethren 
of the “City of Grief and Climate.” 
The time is ripe just now to interest 
the people of the United States in 
this much-needed improvement. While 
it is true that the Pacific Coast will be 
more directly benefited by the con- 
struction of the canal, yet it is an un- 
doubted fact that the canal will be a 
great benefit to the people of the whole 
country. It is encouraging to note 
that the only important opposition to 
the construction of the canal comes 
from the Southern Pacific Company, 
and a very few newspapers which Mr. 
Huntington has succeeded in interest- 
ing in his opposition. However, the 
people of Southern California have met 
the “Octopus” and have defeated it, so 


that they are not likely to be over- 


awed by this demonstration. 

It is proposed to hold a Nicaragua 
Canal Congress in Chicago, some time 
in November. In regard to this proj- 
ect, Warner Miller, who is the most 
prominent agitator of the canal in the 
United States, recently wrote as fol- 
lows to the secretary of the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce: 

“NEW YORK, Sept. 3, 1898. 

“R. H. Young, Secretary, San Diego, 
Cal.—Dear Sir: i°'am in receipt of 
yours of the 23 ult., in which you 
notify me of the proposed Nicaragua 
Canal Congress to be held in Chicago 
in the month of November. I heartily 
approve this movement, and think Chi- 
cago decidedly the best point in the 
country to hold such a congress. 

“T need not say to you that my faith 
in the Nicaragua Canal has not at all 
abated, and that I am very sure the 


people will demand the government to]. 


move in the matter. Of course, it Is 
always necessary, under our form vf 
government, for'the people to move 
first and make their wishes known. I 
shall be very glad to coéperate with 
you and do all I can for the movement. 

“It is doubtless wise that the Nica- 
ragua Canal Company should take no 
active part in the calling of the con- 
vention, lest there might be a misun- 
derstanding. Of course we shall be 
very glad to put before the convention 
all the information we have regarding 
this great enterprise. Yours truly, |

A SAMPLE LIE. 

The following editorial paragraph 
from the Pittsburgh Dispatch of the 
14th inst., is a typical illustration of 
the misrepresentations of affairs on 
this Coast which finds frequent place 
in the press of the East: 

“While the Mississippi Valley has 
just passed through one of the: most 
rainy summers in its history, Califor- 
nia has suffered from a drouth that has 
blighted everything. Fortunately, it 
is all one great country, and the pros- 
perous sections will extend the helping 
hand to the unfortunate Pacific Coast 
country.” 

The Dispatch is not a “yellow” news- 
paper, but is generally conservative 
and careful in its statements. It is 
but just, therefore, to attribute its 
misrepresentation of the facts con- 
cerning this State to misinformation 
rather than to malice. Nevertheless, 
the paragraph quoted is utteply with- 
out wprrant in fact, at least so far as 
California is concerned. It is true we 
have had a season of unusually dry 
weather, and considerable apprehen- 
sion was felt lest its effects should be 
serious, but, as is usual in such cases, 
the results were much less injurious 
than was feared. Pasture and the hay 
and grain crops have suffered some- 
what, but the great staples of our 
horticultural industry are compara- 
tively uninjured; in fact, some of them 
have been unusually bountiful. The 
statement that the ‘“drouth” has 
“blighted everything” is as utterly un- 
warranted as it would be to assert that 
all the buildings in California were 
destroyed by the slight earthquake felt 
here some month ago, of which prob- 
ably the people of Pittsburgh never 
heard. It will take a much severer 
drouth than that experienced this year 
to make it necessary for the East to 
“extend he helping hand” to this see- 
tion of the Pacific Coast. 


PROHIBITION FALLACIES. 

The prohibition question continues to 
be a source of heart burn, trouble and 
jealousy in many of the towns of 
Southern California, where during ev- 
ery succeeding political campaign this 
question comes to the front for discus- 
sion, and produces a large amount of 
ill feeling, besides keeping back de- 
velopment and progress. 

A paper published in one of the 
fiourishing towns of Southern Califor- 
nia recently had an article on this sub- 
ject, referring to the hypocrisy of the 
prohibition movement, in some of its 
phases, in, the course of which article 
appears the following: 

“Observation forces the conviction 
that the efforts of prohibitionists have 
been futile, but it is easy to admit that 
their motives are good. Their sin is 
obtuseness, which perenially prosti- 
tutes good intentions. It would seem 
reasonable for a party which regards 
the liquor question of sufficient im- 
portance to make it a national politi- 
cal issue to agree that after prohibi- 
tion has been demonstrated impracti- 
cable, the next best thing from its 
particular point of view is intelligent 
public regulation. We live nominally 
in a prohibition town; but no one hav- 
ing vision acute enough to see objects 
through the interstices in a ladder, 
would have the temerity to assert that 
there are no intoxicating liquors sold 
here.” 

This is true of many other places in 
Southern California. In _ fact, it 
may safely be said that there is not 
a single place in this’ section, 
which is nominally a prohibition town, 
where liquors may not easily be ob- 
tained by those who “know the ropes,” 
the result of the pretended  prohibi- 
tion being to discommode strangers 
who may wish to obtain a little stimu- 
lant. At the same time, the total 
prohibition of the open saloon of 
liquors inevitably drives trade into 
back rooms and doggeries, where 
strong liquor of dubious quality is 
mainly consumed, because it is not so 
bulky as beer and light wines,- and 
where young people who would not be 
admitted to an open saloon acquire a 
taste for “forbidden fruit,’’ and often 
become hopeless drunkards. 

Another phase of this question is 
the fact that while liquor is still to 
be obtained in such prohibition towns 
by those who know where to go for 
it, the venders of the liquor pay no 
license to the municipality, which is 
consequently deprived of an important 
source gf revenue, which would pay 
for many valuable improvements In 
the shape of good roads, public li- 
praries, etc. As the journal above 
quoted says: 

“Liquor selling is an evil only in- 
cidental to the greater evil of liquor 
drinking. The people of this commu- 
nity must confess to the sin of drink- 
ing; why should they shudder-at the 
thought of regulating the sale of spirits 
and deriving some benefit therefrom? 
If we won’t be abstainers and can’t be 
prohibitionists, why not have high li- 
cense and public improvements? 


Although Tur TIMES was abused by 
French-Americans through scurrilous 
letters and otherwise, because of this 
paper’s attitude regarding the case uf 
Capt. Dreyfus some time ago, now that 
the case is to be reopened, and Count 
Esterhazy is on the eve of confessing 
the whole nefarious plot, it is quite in 
order, it would seem, for our French- 
American friends to say, at least, that 


they are sorry they said it, 


SALT WATER. 

It is somewhat remarkable that no 
effort has yet been made to bring salt 
water from the ocean to Los Ange- 
les. The distance is not very great— 
not more than about fifteen miles in 
an airline from the eity limits to the 
nearest point on the ocean—and the 
expense of pumping ocean water into 
the city should not be enormous. 
There would be two uses for such 
water. In the first place it could be 
utilized for swimming and hot-water 
baths, but the more important use to 
which the water could be put would be 
for sprinkling the streets. 

On the Atlantic Coast, the practice 
of street sprinkling with salt water has 
long been recognized as an economic 
and sanitary measure, According to 
a San Francisco paper, the engineer 
of that city made an exhaustive study 
of the subject a year ago. His report 
was used as a leverage with which to 
move the Supervisors to adopt that 
system of street-sprinkling. There was 
some obstacle in the way and the mat- 
ter was dropped for the time being. A 
practical trial was made, however, 
with wonderful results. 

Van Ness avenue, Kearney street 
and other thoroughfares were 
selected for the experiment. The out- 
come was the same as in every locality 
where salt water has been used. it 
was found that the quantity of water 
required was much less than when 
fresh water was used, two cartloads 
of the former being equal to three vr 
four of the latter. The merchants 
were quick to appreciate ‘tits other 
merits. The salt formed a slight crust 
on the surface of the street, thus re- 
taining much of the dust that would 
otherwise have been whirled into the 
stores and houses by the wind. 

Why should not Los Angeles try 
the experiment of bringing salt water 
to the city? 


The Kilkenny cat fight between De 
Young of the Chrénicle and Spreckels 
of the Infernal Squall, regarding the 
Senatorship, is a most edifying spec- 
tacle to those who love a scrap for 
scrap’s sake.

BLACKSTOCK MALIGNED. 


MISSTATEMENTS REGARDING A RE- 
PUBLICAN NOMINEE. 


Underhand Attack Upon the Candi- 
date for Railway Commisioner, 
A Friend Defends His Reputa- 
tion—His Public Service in Ven- 
tara County. 


An unwarranted attack is made upon 
N. Blackstock, candidate for Railroad 
Commissioner on the Republican ticket, 
in the Ventura correspondence printed 
in the Herald under date of September 
16. The article commends Thomas O. 
Toland, candidate for member of the 
State Board of Equalization, tells his 
record as District Attorney of Ventura 
county and member of the Legislature, 
and predicts his victory “over George 
Arnold and the Southern Pacific.” This 
is followed by malicious misstatements 
regarding Mr. Blackstock, as follows: 

“N. Blackstock, in turn Prohibitionist, 
Populist, Democrat and Republican, is 
now the candidate for Railroad Com- 
missioner on the Republican Southern 
Pacific ticket, and, according to his 
own statement, a very satisfactory one 
to Uncle Collis. Mr. Blackstock has 
been able to secure a nomination for a 
county office but once, and then was 
beaten by Judge Hamer, for Justice 
of the Peace. In conversation with a 
prominent Republican, in answer to a 
query if he thought Mr. Blackstock de- 
served the Republican vote of this 
county, he said ‘No; positively no. Al- 
though Mr. Blackstock is a member of 
my party, I do not consider him a Re- 
publican in any respect; he’ has only 
been a member of the party about 
four years, and then only with the ex- 
pectation of securing a plum. It is 
needless to state he did not get it, nor 
would he ever receive a nomination at 
the hands of the Republican party in 
this county, as his defeat would be 
certain.’ 

“Mr. Blackstock’s attitude to the 
working classes, especially his views 
in regard to them during the railroad 
strike a few years ago, and also side 
remarks made by him during an in- 
dignation meeting held here to discuss 
plans to alleviate the sufferings of Co. 
H, and for the mustering out of the 
Seventh Regiment, have not been for- 
gotten.” 

A vigorous reply to the slurs against 
Mr. Blackstock has been made by a 
citizen of Ventura in an open letter, 
which is in part as follows: 

“T have known Mr. Blackstock since 
1875. He was then a Democrat. In 1877 
he ran for District Attorney on the 
Democratic ticket, and was beaten by 
two votes. It was the year of the 
Murphy and Bard campaign. Money 
had been used freely by Bard and Mur- 
phy, and Mr. Blackstock, though urged 
to contest, refused. Mr. Blackstock 
has been, since 1877, Town Attorney of 
Ventura town, term after term library 
trustee, but in no sense was he an of- 
fice-seekefp. 

“Blackstone always was a Sam Ran- 
dall protection Democrat. In 1884 he 
supported Blaine, and since that time 
has acted with the Republicans. He 
has two boys in the United States 
army, one, John, with Gen. Lawton; 
the other, Frank, with the Seventh 
Regiment in San Francisco; both pri- 
vates. He is a man of family, having 
a wife.and seven children, four boys 
and three girls. His son James is a 
merchant here, of the firm of Conner 
& Blackstock. 

“Mr. Blackstock is a successful at- 
torney, and has a splendid clientage. 
Once a client, he never loses his client. 
He is a man of pronounced opinions, 
and free to express them. Such a man 
is bound to make enemies. Jealousy 
and business rivalry prompted the ar- 
ticle complained of. Another thing— 
the abuse of Mr. Blackstock will cause 
his Republican friends to bolt Toland. 
The feeling here among Democrats 
and Republicans was to give them both 
a handsome majority. Blackstock car- 
ried the county four years ago by 1100. 
County pride is aroused; injure one 
and you injure the other.” '

AMERICAN FRATERNAL LEAGUE 
WENT UP THE FLUME.,, 


Iike the Mankers’ Alliance, it At- 
temyits to Transfer Membership 
to Moribund Concern, 
W. C. Patterson Repudiates Con- 
With It, 


In the account of the demise of the 
American Fraternal League of 
city, which appeared in The Times of 
yesterday, reference was made to the 
fact that the membership would be 
transferred to the Fraternal Mystic 
Circle of Philadelphia, which was rep- 
resented as being an organization with 
a membership of 48,000 members and a 
surplus of $15,000. It appears, however. 
from the compliation of the standing 
of life associations compiled by the 
Spectator Company of New York, in 
which figures are furnished by — the 
heads of the various fraternal orders, 
that the Fraternal Mystic Circle, on 
January 1, had only 12,181 members, at 
its thirteenth year of existence, anc 
the total disbursements last year ex- 
ceeded the total income by $2535. Only 
512 members were added to the order 
last year, and these at the expense ol 
$22,618 for agents’ commissions and med- 
ical examiners’ fees. The iotal expense 
of the management during 1897 was 
$27,997, nee $2.21 per member, which, 
according to actuaries’ experience ta- 
bles, considering the additional ex- 
penses, cannot be a paying investment, 
The death rate of the order last yea 
was 7.1, higher than the Fraternal Aid 
Association, the Independent Order of 
Foresters, the Fraternal Brotherhood, 
the Knights of the Maccabees, the 
Woodmen of the World, and many 
other fraternal beneficiary orders. 

A prominent fraternal man of the 
city, speaking of the demise of the 
American Fraternal League, says: “It 
doesn’t surprise me. The only wonder 
is that it lived as long as it did. I may 
also say that the Fraternal Mystic Cir- 
cle is no better prepared to deliver 
the goods promised. It is regrettable 
that the failure should have occurred, 
however, as those who have not a clear 
understanding of fraternal benejiciary 
orders will be apt to put all in the same 
category.” 

B. F. Field, who is winding up the 
affairs of Capt. Cressy’s latest lamented 
insurance scheme, was authority fo! 
the list of directors given yesterday 
W. C. Patterson, one of the men men- 
tioned, says: “I was not one of the 
directors who took charge after Capt. 
Cressy’s resignation. In the latter pari 
of the year 1896, or early in 1897, under 
the roseate representations (a memor- 
andum of which I preserved) Capt. F. 
F. Cressey, I consented to the use of! 
my name in connection with the names 
of several prominent citizens, as one 0? 
the incorporators of the American Fra- 
ternal League. A proper certificate of 
incorporation was obtained, and a 
meeting was held about the 18th of 
March, 1897, to organize. The plan of 
organization then presented by Capt. 
Cressey was so different from the orig- 
inal proposition, and was attempted to 
be efte cted upon so extravagant a ba- 
sis, that success, in my opinion, was 
absolutely impossible. At the meeting 
above referred to, salaries amounting 
to more than $10,000 per annum were 
proposed to be voted, although there 
was not a dollar in the treasury, or as 
yet one dollar of assured income. 1 
promptly and positively tendered my 
resignation in writing and absolutely 
‘refrained from having anything what- 
ever to do with the organization. 
' “Capt. Cressey, the organizer and 
president of the league, left with me a 
few days later some papers showing a 
proposed modification of the scheme to 
the extent that salaries were to be re- 
duced somewhat, and showing that 
some of the ridiculously impossible 
features were to be modified. I de- 
clined to reconsider my decision, how- 
ever, and under date of March 25, 1897, 
T advised him of my determination to 
‘adhere to my resignation,’ which was 
mailed six days before. The vacancy 
occasioned was immediately filled and 
thus ended, a year and a half ago, my 
slight connection with the American 
Fraternal League.” ad 


GOOD RACES CERTAIN

Amalgamated Office-seckers in 
County Convention Shrink from 
Proposed Investigations. 


M’CAFFREY BLUFFS HIS FOES. 


THREATENS TO REVEAL SECRETS 
OF THE PASS BOOK. 


Democrats Gobble the Lion’s Share. 
Silver Republicans Beg Vainly 
for the District Attorneyship 
for Noonan Phillips. 


The fusion county ticket is in process 
of construction. The amalgamated of- 
fice-seekers convened yesterday morn- 
ing at Santa Monica and proceeded to 
parcel out the nominations. As was to 
be expected, the Deenocrats are gob- 
bling the lion’s share, though the Popu- 
lists are notfar behindthern. But little is 
left for the Silver Republicans and the 
pne nomination which they really 
wanted, that of District Attorney, is 
now greedily demanded by the Demo- 


crats. 

The much heralded determination of 
the Democratic reform faction to purify 
their convention by expelling Tom Mc- 
Caffrey, M .W. Conkling and others of 
the railroad push who were concerned 
ln the bribing of delegates to the State 
ronvention, proved to be nothing but 
wind. It was stated positively yester- 
fay morning by the leaders of the Hill- 
Burke faction that a resolution would 
be introduced demanding the expulsion 
of McCaffrey and his accomplices. 
Judge Stephens, the chairman, de- 
tlared that “it ought ¢o be done if it 
busts the party.”’ But the reformers had 
taken a bigger comtract than they could 
handle. The intimation came from the 
railroad casnp chat McCaffrey proposed, 
if he should be assailed, to carry the 
war into Africa. Many of the recent 
recruits of the purity push were at one 
time on most amicable terms with 
the Southern Pacific, and McCaffrey 
has a fund of interesting information 
relating to passes and other railroad 
favors which, if made public, would be 
sorely unpleasant for the individuals 
concerned. When they learned that the 
Southern Pacific train dispatcher pro- 
posed to show fight, their zeal for ex- 
posing his misdeeds suddenly wilted. In 
order to let themselves down as easily 
as possible, an investigating commit- 
tee was talked of, to report at some 
vague future date, but this, too, was 
abandoned when the word- came back 
from McCaffrey that he declined to be 
investigated, except upon the floor of 
the convention. The disquieting sug- 
gestion was also made that all recipi- 
ents of passes were as guilty as the 
givers. In the end the reformers meekly 
concluded that it would be “impolitic’”’ 
to question McCaffrey’s right to his 
seat. The back-down was embarrassing, 
but unavoidable. Dr. Hill, W. R. Burke, 
Judge Stephens and a few others were 
eager for the fray, but their followers 
had deserted them en masse. ° 

The platforms adopted by each of the 
fusion parties present the usual ab- 
surdities, contradictions and baseless 
attacks upon the Republicans. One 
amusing feature is the eagerness with 
which all three parties repudiate all 
responsibility for Abbot Kinney’s at- 
tempt to disfranchise the veterans of 
the Soldiers’ Home. The fusion condi- 
date for United States: Senator ran the 
gauntlet of reproach and criticism. The 
Populists were especially vehement in 
disclaiming any sympathy with his 
effort to rob the old soldiers of their 
right to vote. Such protestations will 
carry little weight, as the suit was the 
result of long deliberation among the 
fusion leaders who have sought for 
years to eliminate the veteran vote. 

The oft-demonstrated fact that noth- 
ing is too rank for the Populists to 
swallow was again demonstrated by 
_ indorsement of Congressman Bar- 
ow. 

The most important nomination made 
yesterday was that of James Hanley 
for Sheriff. Hanley is now a member 
of the Board of Supervisors, and it has 
long been known that he might enter 
the race for Sheriff. It had been given 
out that he was not a candidate, but 
at the eleventh hour he shied his castor 
into the ring, and the other aspirants 
for the nomination withdrew in his 
favor. 

Cc. L. Ennis was nominated by the 
Democrats for Superintendent of 
Schools. The Populists nominated A. 
R. Street for County Surveyor, A. R. 
Sprague for Recorder, and W. H. 
Goodrich for Auditor. The Silver Re- 
publicans nominated F. J. Cooper for 
County Clerk and R. W. Wood for Txx 
Collector. 


WANT THE EARTH. 


Democrats Conclude They Gave 
Their Allies Too Much. 

‘The Democratic County Convention

The convention was held in a 

tent erected for the occasion by 

iae citizens of the town, just opposite 

the band stand. The tent was hand- 

somely decorated with flags and Jap- 

anese lanterns, and the tent poles were 

— with palms. On the platform 

e@ portraits of Maguire, Bryan and 

Senator White. The moth-eaten eagle 

which is carted about by the braves 

of the Hickory Club, occupied a con- 

spicuous position. 

I. B. Dockweiler called the conven- 
tion to order, and Judge A. M. Steph- 
ens, the chairman, then announced that 
the Committee on Credentials was pre- 
pared to present its report on proxies. 
After some discussion, the report was 
adopted. 

Nathan Cole, chairman of a delega- 
tion from the Silver Republican Con- 
vention, read a resolution adopted by 
that branch of the fusion forces. The 
resolution conveyed the reassuing in- 
formation that the Silver Republicans 
“preferred principles to place,” a state- 
ment that was greeted with enthusias- 
tic applause, and promised support for 
the fusion ticket. 

B. H. McGinley, a Seventh Ward de}- 
egate, who had made several unsuc- 
cessful attempts to make a motion that 
would be relevant to the business of 
the convention, jumped to his feet. “TI 
move that the resolution be adopted,” 
hé shouted. “You are out of order,” 

the chairman, “this resolution was 
opted by the Silver Republicans, and 
is not before this convention.” 

A recess was then taken to permit 
the committees to complete their work. 
In the interim the delegates flocked 
into an adjoining beer garden to par- 
take of a bull’s-head breakfast, given 
by the Hickory Club. Quite a lavish 
spread had been prepared and, despite 
a cértain Jeffersonian simplicity which 
dispensed with such luxuries as knives 
and forks. the hospitality of the club 
was thoroughly appreciated. 

DIVIDING THE PIE. 


' When the delegates again assembled 
reporta were received from the Com- 
mittees on Credenaitis and on Order of 


Business. The latter provided that all 
candidates placed in nomination should 
be assessed $5, and that an assessment 
of 25 cents be levied upon “each and 
every Democrat in the county of Los 
Angeles who has not paid an assess- 
ment as a delegate or proxy holder, to 
be collected and paid over by the Cen- 
tral Committeemen of the several pre- 
cincts of the county, in such manner 
as shall be determined upon by the 
Executive Committee.” 

B. H. McGinley again found his feet 
and registered a roar against Demo- 
cratic finance committees, which, he 
said, never gave any report of re- 
ceipts or disbursements, but he received 
scant attention. 

On motion of C. F. Harris a resolu- 
tion was adopted thanking the citizens 
of Santa Monica for their hospitality 
and for the preparations made for the 
convention. 

After the adoption of the platform, 
which is published in another column, 
the report of the Conference Committee 
on fusion, which was charged with the 
distribution of nominations among the 
three parties, was presented. The re- 
port was the first official account of 
the protracted squabble which occurred 
in the attempt to divide the pie among 
the allied office-seekers. 

The report told a mournful story of 
the dissensions which arose among the 
representatives of the three parties 
over the ambition of J. Noonan Phil- 
lips to run for District Attoney. The 
Democrats realized that to nominate 
Phillips meant to render defeat abso- 
lutely certain, and they strove to ward 
off the calamity even at the risk of 
destroying fusion. The committee’s own 
report of its exciting experiences fol- 
lows: 

“On iia ae September 14, at the 
conference of committees from the Sil- 
ver Republican and Populist parties, 
it was found that the only county 
office seriously in dispute was that of 
District Attorney. 

“As to this office, the Silver Republi- 
can Committee said they wanted it for 
Mr. J. N. Phillips, who was their unani- 
mous choice for district attorney. The 
same committee also said they consid- 
ered they were entitled to three county 
offices, and that they especially wanted 
the county clerkship. 

“The committee, being unable to 
agree, adjourned to the following 
Thursday night. The matter of the 
district attorneyship was again gone 
over, but without any satisfactory re- 


sult, and the committee adjourned to 
the following Saturday night. 
“The Silver Republicans still de- 


manded the district attorneyship, and 
the Democratic committee still refused 
to concede it. Several offers of com- 
promise had been made by the Deito- 
cratic committee, all of which were 
refused by the Silver Repubiican com- 
mittee. The Democratic committee of- 
fered the assessor a1] county clerk in 
lieu of district s‘tornevy and county 
clerk. They offered to agree upon a 
division of all of the offic.:.s except that 
of district attorney, which should be 
referred back to the three conventions 
with a recommendation that new con- 
ference committees be «ppointed to 
allot this one office. They offered to 
leave the settlement of the dispute 
concerning this office to the Demo- 
cratic convention, 2:2 finelly they of- 
fered to leave the maiter to the Pop- 
ulist convention with the understand- 
ing that it should te a free-for-all for 
all candidates. Every cne of these 
offers was refused. 

“The Silver Republicans made two 
offers of compromise. They said they 
would accept the sheriff and county 
clerk. They said they would leave 
the matter to a mass conventior. Both 
of these propositions were not agreed 
to by the Democratic committee. 

“After these offers and counter-offers 
had been made, the chairman of the 
Silver Republican committee arose and 
said he had an ultimatum to deliver. 
He said his committee had come to the 
conclusion that further discussion was 
unnecessary, and that he would say to 
the conference that unless the District 
Attorneyship and County Clerkship 
were given to his party his committee 
would withdraw from the conference 
and leave the Democratic and Populist 
committees to make a division of the 
offices, which he said his party would 
indorse. 

“The Silver Republican committee 
retired. The Democratic and Populist 
committees proceeded with their duties 
and made the following allotment of 
the offices: 

“To the Democrats—Sheriff, Assessor, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Schools, 
Coroner and Public Administra- 
tor, one City Justice, one Town- 
ship Justice and one Constable of 
Los Angeles township, the Seventy- 
second and Seventy-third Assembly 
districts, the Thirty-sixth Senate Dis- 
aie. and the Third Supervisor Dis- 
rict. 

“To the Populists—Recorder, District 
Attorney, Auditor and Surveyor, one 
City Justice and one Constable of Los 
Angeles township, the’ Seventy-fifth 
Assembly District, the Thirty-eighth 
Senate District and the First Suver- 
visor District. 

“To the Silver Republicans—County 
Clerk, Tax Collector, the Seventieth, 
Seventy-first and Seventy-fourth As- 
sembly districts. 

“The allotment of justices of the 
peace and constables in the several 
townships other than that of Los An- 
geles township was left to the Central 
Committeemen of each township. If 
in any township the Central Commit- 
teemen of the three parties cannot 
agree, then the matter must be re- 
ferred back to the general committee 
for adjustment.” 

The committee included Dr. R. W. 
Hill, chairman: J. H. Ardis, C. F. Har- 
ris, T. L. Winder and Frank James. 

The presemtation of the report pre- 
cipitated a row. A. W. Allender moved 
that the report be laid on the table. 

George Patton entered a _ vigorous 
protest and the motion to table was. 
lost by a large majority. 


Allender then took the platform and 


made a vehement argument against the 
report. He declared it to be diametri- 
cally opposed to the will of ¢he Democ- 
racy of Los Angeles county and of the 
State. He characterized it as a blow 
struck for private emds at the Silver 
Republican party and at its champion, 
J. Noonan Phillips. ‘The speaker re- 
viewed the efforts to bring about fusion 
at Sacramento. The Populists met with 
the intention of nominating for gov- 
ermor a man other than Maguire. The 
Silver Republicans met with the 
avowed purpose of defeating fusion and 
putting up a man other than Maguire. 
George W. Baker and Thomas V. Cator 
were fiercely denounced as advocates of 
the Southern Pacific, while J. Noonan 
Phillips was characterized as the friend 
of the people and the champion of the 
downtrodden masses, Allender declared 
that at Sacramento George W. Baker 
said: “I understand that J. Noonan 
Phillips is a camdidate for District At- 
torney, and I say to you that that man 
shall never receive the nominaticn.”’ 
“Are you going to allow the fine 
Italian hand of George W. Baker to ap- 
pear in this convention and to shape 
this ticket?’’ shouted Allender. Cries of 
“No,” “No.” “It isn’t right,’’ came 
from all parts of the hall. 
The speaer declared that there are 
4800 Silver Republicans im this county; 
that their support was necessary to fu- 
sion success, for otherwise Henry T. 
Gage would cross the Tehachepi with 


a majority that San Francisco would. 


not be able to overcome. A failure to 
recognize <he chosen leader of the Sil- 
ver Republicans might bring out 4800 
knives for the ticket in this county. The 
threat of George W. Baker should not 
be fulfilled through the agency of the 
Democratic County Convention. 

The speaker referred insarcasticternie 
to the secret sessions of the fusion con- 
ference committee and bitterly assailed 
it, imputing the opposition to Phillips 
to personal animosity, 

Allender’s impassioned 
greeted with wild applause from all 
parts of the convention, 


Frank James, in behalf of the com-

mittee, repudiated the charge that it 
had been actuated by personal motives. 
He said, however, that he believed a 
stronger candidate could be found than 
Phillips, and declared that if A. W. 
Hutton should be nominated he could 
be elected. 

J. T. Black followed with a fervid ap- 
peal in Phillips’s behalf. Black belongs 
to the barnstormer school of oratory, 
and his eloquence was deafening. He 
reiterated Allénder’s charges of spite 
and personal ill will on the part of the 
committee, insinuating that Dr. Hill 
was the cause of the action taken. The 
youthful orator made a wild and fran- 
tic peroration, in which he made a 
glowing declaration that he “himself 
belonged to no sect, no section, no 
ward, but to honesty, to integrity and 
to Democracy.” Some references to 
the white flag of Democracy and va- 
rious other things concluded the ora- 
torical fireworks. 

Judge A. M. Stephens took the floor 
and offered a motion that the report 
be adopted with the exception of that 
part relating to the nomination of 
District Attorney, and that “We re- 
quest our generous alfies to concede 
this office to the Democrats.” 

C. F. Harris made a keenly sarcastic 
speech, in which, with mock gravity, he 
compared Allender and Black to Cicero 
and Demosthenes. 
tic, and completely demolished the ef- 
fect of the arguments made by Judge 
Phillips’s champions. ‘The delegates 
roared with laughter. and Harris was 
applauded enthusiastically. 

Judge Guthrie declared himself in 
favor of harmony, but said that the 
Silver Republicans were attempting 
to dictate and it should not be per- 
mitted. C. C. Wright followed, insist- 
ing that the nominee must be a law- 
ver of recognized ability, and that he 
must have the united support of the 
fusion forces. 

Many other delegates spoke, but at 
leneth. after nearly two hours of 

wrangling, the report was adopted 
with the exception of that part re- 
lating to District Attorney. 

A new conference committee, consist- 
ing of James Hellman, T. B. hrie, 
Shirley Ward, M. J. McDermott and 
W. T. Martin, was appointed to confer 
with the Silver Republicans and the 
Populists over the knotty problem of 
sauelching the irrepressible J. Noonan, 

After receiving sundry messages 
from the two fusion side shows, the 
convention received the report of the 
Committee on Platform and Resolu- 
tions. The report, which is pubulished 
in another column, was adopted. 

T. & Casey, J. B. Haines and 
Cc. Whtight were appointed as the 
three Democratic members of the Aud- 
iting Committee of five. 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

Having at last cleared the decks, the 
delegates came down to the business 
of making nominations. D. K. Trask 
presented the name of C. L. Ennis for 
Superintendent of Schools, and re- 
viewed his candidate’s record as an 
instructor, paying tribute to his ex- 
perience and ability. 

Jim Hellman, Dr. H. S. Orme and 
others seconded the nomination. 

J. T. Black, who had recovered from 
the sarcastic scoring given him by 
Judge Harris, nominated W. B. French 
of South Pasadena. The nomination 
was seconded by Judge Harris. 

Both candidates were then called to 
the platform. Ennis spoke briefly, and 
French followed. French, with -ce- 
freshing candor, told the convention of 
his qualifications, and expressed the 
opinion that he was quite as compe- 
tent for the office as his competitor. 

It proved that this was not the opin- 
ion of the majority of the delegates, 
for Ennis was nominated, receiving 
367% votes, while French had 332%. 

HANLEY FOR SHERIFF. 

Great applause greeted Senator 
Stephen M. White when he came for- 
ward to nominate James Hanley for 
Sheriff. Senator White stated that he 


had not thought it proper to take part 
in the previous proceedings of the con- 


vention but he had now come to bring , 


about something which he believed to 
be for the advantage of the party and 
of the people of Los Angeles county. 
He. commented on the Republican 
county ticket, charging that some ot 
the nominees had been office-holders 
for many years, and therefore that the 
assertion that the Courthouse ring had 
been downed was untrue. Senator 
White said that two good candidates, 
Ed Smith and John Wilson, had been 
out for the Democratic nomination for 
Sheriff, but he had induced them both 
to pull down in favor of James Han- 


ley. 
Altianley has been an office-holder for 


years, but Senator White neglected to 
mention the fact. 
The nomination was seconded by

Earl Rogers. He attacked W. A. Ham- 
mel, the Reywmblican nominee for Sher- 
iff, and eulogized Hanley who, he said, 
“was built on the same plan as the 
battleship Oregon—both of them have 
two turrets and 13-inch guns.” When 
the tumultous applause which greeted 
this happy simile had subsided, Judge 
Guthrie moved that the nomination be 
made by acclamation. The motion was 
adopted with enthusiasm.

Scar- 
borough received 272, Eichhorn 258 and 
Eberle 189.

SAN PEDRO HARBOR.

The Whiskered Statesmen Do Their 
Part in the Fusion Circus. 


The adjourned People’s Party conven- 
tion met in the Santa Monica Opera- 
house Hall yesterday morning. Owing 
to misunderstandings as to the time 
and dissatisfaction with the place of 
meeting, delegates were slow in as- 
sembling. When the chairman, Sam 
J. Chappel, called the convention to 
order at 10:45 o’clock, not more than 
100 out of the total of 420 delegates 
were present. 

As there was a fight on between the 
-Populists and Silver Republicans for 
the nomination of the candidate for 
District’ Attorney on the fusionist 
ticket, there was an evident disposition 
on the part of the Populist convention 
to delay proceedings until the Silver 
Republicans had shown their hand. 
Dalliance accordingly was the order 
of the day, and business was proceeded 
with at a leisurely gait. 

It was observable that a goodly num- 
ber of delegates wore the proverbial 
Populist whiskers and eke a sprinkling 
of hayseed that betokened that the 
wearers were from the alfalfa regions. 
Several ancient parties were topped 
out with antique stove-pipe hats, a la 
J. Noonan Phillips. Several ladies oc- 
cupied seats in the back part of the 
hall. The venerable C. E. J. White, 
who has been a perennial candidate for 
nearly half a century, had a front seat, 
ready to catch any stray nominatign 
that might mosey along. The dele- 
gates wore large pale pink badges 
topped with American flags.’ An 
occasional white ribbon of the Silver 
Republican brand was visible, showing 
that representatives of that party 
were present to see what performances 
would take place at the Populist end 
of the three-ring circus. 

The chair had no sooner asked the 
pleasure of the convention than Jud 
R. Rush bobbed up with a sweet smile 
and a motion that all resolutions be 
referred without debate to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions:and Platform. 
fore the motion was put, Judge Mor- 
gan of Santa Monica said he had a 
resolution that he would like to sub- 
mit and have acted upon by the con- 
vention at once without reference to 
committee. Its tenor being explained 
to Mr. Rush, he withdrew his motion 
in order to let the Morgan resolution 
take precedence of all other business. 
The resolution, which was adopted, was 
to the effect that any person who did 
not intend or agree to support the 
ticket to be nominated by the’ conven- 
tion should not be eligible to sit as a 
delegate or take part in any manner 
whatever in the deliberations of the 
convention. This motion was aimed 
at the anti-fusionists, and all dissi- 
dents were invited to walk out of the 
convention, but every man stuck to 
his seat as if glued thereto. 

Mr. Rush then renewed his motion 

to refer all resolutions to the commit- 
see without debate, and it was car- 
ried. 
Mr. Rush, who appeared to be the 
prime mover of the convention, fol- 
lowed with another motion to adjourn 
till 11:30 in order to give the commit- 
tees time to report. One delegate de- 
manded a roll-call before adjournment 
but Mr. Rush talked him out of this 
idea, and after considerable wrangling 
over issues of no importance, a recess 
of thirty minutes was declared.

appointed to find out and report what 
was being done at the other caucuses.

A DEMOCRATIC REQUEST. 

It was 4:30 o’clock when the conven- 
tion was again called to order. George 
S. Patton appeared at the head of a 
committee from the Democratic con- 
vention “requesting”’’ that the District 
Attorneyship, in the interest of har- 
mony, be awarded to the Democratic 
party. 

Delegate Swerdfiger of Pasadena 
wanted. to know. whether anybody 
wearing a Populist badge had appeared 
in the Democratic convention and sug- 
gested that the Democrats request ihe 
District Attorneyship. Mr. Patton said 
he had no knowledge of any such sug- 
gestion from any Populist. 

A delegate then asked Mr. Patton if 
he could give a hint as to the man 
the Democrats would nominate for the 
place. Mr. Patton replied that that 
was an impossibility. If it was a Dan 
Burns convention with a Gage slate he 
might be able to tell who would be the 
nominee, but he thought it a wise 
man who could tell in advance what a 
Democratic convention would do. The 
San Gabriel statesman went on to say, 
however, that in the course of debate, 
Judge A. W. Hutton’s name had been 
mentioned in connection with the office 
of District Attorney, and that it 
seemed to be favorably received. — 

Mr. Patton and his committee then 
withdrew, and a long wrangle ensued 
over the reply that should be made to 
the request of the Democratic conven- 
tion. The majority of the speakers 
appeared to be averse to giving up the 
office unless some other nomination 
was conceded to the Populists. ‘ 


After considerable breath had been. 


wasted in acrimonious debate, the sec- 
retary, Dr. R. E. Curran, called on Mr. 
Bennett of Pasadena to sing a song. 
Mr. Bennett complied with the request 
without overmuch urging, and warbled 
an original campaign ditty which en- 
voked much enthusiasm. 

The riot of words over the District 
Attorneyship discussion was then re- 
sumed with renewed vigor without ar- 
riving at any tangible conclusions, until 
Jud R. Rush got the floor and made 
@ rousing stump speech, in which he 
took the ground that the Populists 
should stand pat and let the Democrats 
and Silver Republicans have their 
auarrel over the District Attorneyship 
out among themselves. Mr. Rush was 
in favor of fusion and hit the middle- 
of-the-roaders some pretty hard raps. 
He appeared to be of the opinion, 
however, that there were lawyers in 
the Populist fold who would be able 
to look after the county’s law busi- 
ness if given a chance and he failed 
to see the philosophy of surrendering 
the nomination to another party after 
it had been conceded by the fusion 
committee. Mr. Rush thought all the 
cry about a disgraceful scramble for 
office was rot. He frankly admitted 
that the Populists did want offices. 
How were they going to enact their 
vrinciples if they did not elect men 
to carry them into effect? 

Mr. Rush’s speech whetted the ap- 
petite of the delegates for pyrotech- 
nic oratory, and they wanted to hear 
from Judge Utley next, but the judge 
thought it would be better to adjourn 
than to indulge in mere talking. 

After more wrangling over the reply 
to be made to the request of the Dem- 
ocratic convention, it was decided to 
eend word to that body that the Pop- 
ulist convention was not prepared to 
give a definite answer. But just at 
that moment, Mr. Todd appeared as 
an envoy from the Silver Republican 
convention, with the message that the 
Democrats and Silver Republicans had 
each appointed a committee of five to 
confer further on the District Attorney- 
ship. and requesting the Populists to 
do the same. This suggestion was ac- 
cepted and W. L. Moore, J. M. Hard- 

ck. LL. M. Pickering, J. C. Morgan 
and Jud R. Rush were appointed as the 
Populist conferees. 

The convention then adjourned ¢ill 8 


o’clock. 
EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session of the Popu- 
list convention C. O. Morgam was nomi- 
nated for City Justice and B. F. Land 
for Constable of Los Angeles city town- 
ship, both by acclamation.

An Indignant Veteran. 

IRON BRIGADE, Glendale: I wish 
to call attention to the action of an 
organization calling itself the “Army 
and Navy Republican League,” in 
sending out a oo circular ad- 
dressed to Republican veterans of the 
civil war. 

This circular is dated at Los An- 
geles, Cal., Sept. 1, 1898, and contains 
the following: 

“Comrade: It becomes. your duty as 
a comrade and as a Republican to at- 
tend the caucus and primaries, and 
gee that! our comrades and friends are 
nominated and elected.’ 

I wish to inquire by what authority 


this league says to me, or to any 
other old soldier, ‘It. becomes your 
duty.” You and I utterly repudiate

BANKERS’ CONFERENCE. 


THEY DISCUSS EXCHANGE CHARGES 
ON OUT-OF-TOWN BUSINESS. 


Neighboring Banks Fear Their Cus- 
tomers Will Be Forced to Trans- 
fer Their Deposits € Los An- 
gweles—Many Wide Differences of 
Opinion. 


The movement instituted by the Los 
Angeles clearinghouse some months 
ago looking to making a charge on ail 
exchange issued by banks, and for 
cashing personal checks on country 
banks, has been causing more or less 
friction since the matter was first 
broached. 

September 6 the clearinghouse sent 
out a circular inviting the country 
bankers to meet in Los Angeles and 
discuss the situation. In response to 
this a meeting was held last night in 
the assembly room of the Chamber of 
Commerce, at which more than thirty 
banks were represented, mostly by 
their own delegates, but a few by 
proxies. 

Dr. W. L. Graves of the Merchants’ 


National Bank in this city presided, 


and E. H. May of the Pasadena. Na- 
tional Bank acted as secretary. The 
following-named banks were repre-

The question was how far the coun- 
try banks would sustain the action of 
the Los Angeles clearinghouse, and 
those present were called upon for an 
exprssion of views. 

J. HB. Dole of Pomona began by say- 
ing the banks of his city were unani- 
mously in favor of the new order of 
things. and found no difficulty in bring- 
ing their people into line. 

J. C. Wells, Redlands, followed, stat- 
ing that in his city much difficulty was 
found and that the task of explaining 
to patrons of the banks was anything 
but pleasant. He wanted checks drawn 
on his bank cashed at par by the Los 
Angeles banks. He had written to 
his correspondent here to do this, as 
his bank would have to make a change. 

H. F. Hayes, Riverside, stated that 

his bank was making a charge for all 
exchange, and for cashing checks on 
outside banks, and found no great dif- 
ficulty. His bank cashed fifty checks 
a day on San Francisco banks, and his 
customers did not expect this service 
or nothing. 
: Mr. Zombro of San Bernardino took 
the Redlands view, and wanted all 
checked cashed at par. He thought his 
customers would be driven to deposit 
in Los Angeles, and draw checks on 
the Los Angeles banks. 

Mr. Galloway of Samta Ana stated 
that the banks in hie city did not want 
to make a charge on regular customers, 
and they would like to have their cus- 
tomers’ checks cashed here at par. 

The Tustin Bank took the same view 
as the Santa Ana people and stated 
that so long as Santa Ana made no 
charge, they could not do so in Tustin. 

Mr. Hatch of Long Beach feared his 
customrners would come to Los Amgeles, 
but after the system was tried awhile, 
he found there avas not much trouble. 
He charged people who come to Long 
Beach with checks from interior banks. 
In the Bast the new custom has long 
prevailed, and in time, fre declared, 
California people will believe it is fair 
and right. 

H. Cohen of Amaheim considered the 
new order a handicap and would pre- 
fer the old. 

F. M. Douglas, Covina, thought ex- 
change shonld be charged, but it is 
hard for his bank to make a charge 
when that at Azusa does not do so. 

G. B. Grow, Sam Diego, was fully in 
accord with ¢he new order. No bank, 
he claimed, cam afford to render their 
services for nothing. The kiting of 
checks is a serious evil. He said he 
knew. a man with a credit of $75.86 in 
bank to have checks out for $12,000.

Mr. Buss wanted the Los Angeles 
banks to cash country checks without 
limit. J. M. Elliott called attention to 
the fact that when Los Angeles banks 
did this and the deposits of country 
banks were overdrawn and interest was 
charged, the country banks refused to 
pay. He stated that Los Angeles 
banks were willing to do anything the 
country banks agreed upon, but if they 
were to cash country checks, country 
banks must be prepared to maintain 
their deposits so as to cover these. 

The two parties then separated with 
two subconventions, which eceported 
back resolutions to be acted upon by 
the clearinghouse, 

Those in favor of the new plan re- 
ported: 

“Resolved, that the ‘clearinghouse 
recommend that on all country items 
not above $100 a charge of 10 cents be 
made, and all items above $100, one- 
tenth of 1 per cent.” 

Those who are opposed to the new 
order reported: 

“Resolved, that the clearinghouse re- 
quest the city banks to be governed 
by the desire of each country bank as 
to making a charge for cashing their 
checks.”’ 


POLICE AND CIVIL SERVICE. 


Question. 


The Freeholders last night consid- 
ered a portion of the revised report on 
legislative department. In regard to 
such corporations as telephone, tele- 
graph, gas companies, etc, coming 
under municipal regulation, Mr. Variel 
thought it just as well to omit men- 
tion of telegraph and gas companies, 
as, he contended, they come under 
the regulation of the State Constitu- 
tion. The suggestion was not con- 
sidered favorably by the board, how- 
ever, and the section of the old charter 
covering the question was adopted. 

It was agreed that the charter 
should be made subservient at all 
times to the legislative enactmets of 
the Vrooman Act as to municipal 
work, 

Mr. Variel moved that the report on 
“Poilce Department”. be made the spe- 
cial order for Thursday evening. He 
said that in preparing the _ report, 
much had been taken from the San 
Francisco charter; that it embodied 
many suggestions of the Los Angeles 
Police Commissioners, and that Chair- 
man Gibbon of the commission would 
like to be heard by the board before 
the matter is definitely passed on. 
One section in particualr on which 
Mr. -Variel urged favorable action 


reads: 
“All members of the present police

ment at the time this charter goes 
into effect who shall pass the physical 
examination required by the rules of 
the department, within ninety days 
thereafter, shall continue therein with- 
out civil-service examinations; but all 
new appointments and all promotions 
made after this charter shall go inta 
effect, shall be subject to and gov-« 
erned by article — of this charter re< 
lating to civil service.” 

In support of his suggestion he con- 
tended that there might be many good 
officers on the force at the time the 
charter goes into effect who have been 
on the force for years, who might not 
be able to pass the examination re-« 
quired by the civil-service rules, but 
who are, nevertheless, good and effi< 
cient men. He did not think it fais 
that such men, having grown old ig 
the service, should be subject to the 
strict ecivil-service examination re- 
quired in the case of new appoint- 
ments. 

Some of the other members obe 
jected; they deemed the police depart-« 
ment one of the most important in 
the city, and said it should be made 
as effective as possible. The report 
on police department will be made the 
special order for Thursday evening, 
and the matter of present employés in 
the Public Library, fire and police de- 
partments will be added to the report 
of the Committee on Civil Service. 

The question of salaries for city of- 
ficers was discussed. It was deemed 
inadvisable to fix the exact amounts, 
but it was suggested that it would be 


well to fix a maximum over which they >

AN INTERNATIONAL BANK. If 
an American merchant buys a cargo 
of tea in Japan or China, or one of 
coffee in Brazil, the exchange is con- 
ducted through London. This has 
been a serious check on business for 
all past time. It is one of the anamo- 
lous conditions of the past which must 
give way to the near future opening 
up to the country. At the next session 
of Congress a bill will be introduced 
authorizing the formation of an Ameri- 
can internationa! bank. This matter 
came before the Pamamerican Congress 
and received the hearty support of 
merchants and financiers from all 
parts of North and South America. 
The bill to come before Congress pro- 
vides for an institution with a capital 
of $5,000,000, with the right to increase 
to $25,000,000. It is to be under the su- 
pervision of the Comptroller of the 
Currency. Among those who are in- 
terested are P. D. Armour, Andrew 
Carnegie, Enoch Pratt, Charles R. 
Flint and C. N. Bliss. 

Speaking on this subject, Theodore 
C. Search of Philadelphia, president 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers on his return from @ tour 
of South America, said: 

“As in our ocean commerce, so also 
in our financial relations with other 
countries we are dependent largely 
upon.the sermvices rendered by foreign 
interests. Particularly in our deal- 
ings with the nations to the south 
of us we are in urgent need of direct 
international banking facilities. We 
do $150,000,000 worth of business with 
South America in a year, and yet all 
our balances have to be settled through 
English or European banking-houses. 
In the great trade centers of South 
America the English, the German, the 
French and the Italians have their 
hanks, but I think I am right in say- 
ing that there is not an American 
bank in all South America. Manifestly 
this is a serious hindrance to our 
trade.”’

Our sources of supply of tea last 
year were as follows: China, 38,631, - 
$90 pounds; Japan, 25,233,407 pounds; 
United Kingdom, 3,011,390 pounds; 
British North America, 1,520,214 pounds; 
all other places, 2,559,858 pounds. 

The present season’s supply of tea 
promises to be smaller than the aver- 
age, as not only have the consequences 
of the inspection act to be reckoned 
with, but the crop news is less favor- 
able than usual. 

CITRUS FRUIT IN PHILADEL- 
PHIA. The receipts of citrus fruit in 
Philadelphia for the past year were 
62,150 boxes of oranges and 68,800 boxes 
of lemons. California citrus fruit has 
mot begun to be well distributed yet 
beyond half a dozen great centers 
of population. The great problem of 
the immediate future is merely this of 
distribution at freight rates not ex- 
orbitantly high. 


FRENCH PRUNES. The fact that 
the California prune crop is only about 
half its maximum is _ encouraging 
French prune-growers to press their 
goods again in American markets. That 
the California crop will be short is 
certain... Visalia, which last year had 
between 17,000,000 and 18,000,000 pounds 
this year will have. only 1,000,000 
pounds. The French crop will be 100,000,- 
000 pounds. With a crop like this the 2- 
cent duty will not shut out the fruit. 
The prices will be high. It is estimated 
that for 40s-50s the American con- 
sumer will pay 17 cents, while the 
best Santa Claras of the same size will 
not cost above 9 to 10 cents, and Oregon 
and Washington prunes which are 
larger and coarser than California will 
sell at very low figures, 5 to 6 cents 
for the sizes named. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


THE POTATO CROP. The average 
condition of Irish potatoes fell dur- 
ing the month of July from 95.5 to 
83.9. While this latter condition is 
six points higher than the average 
condition on August 1, 1897, it is 10.9 
points lower than the condition on 
August 1, 1896, and 3.2 points below 
the August average of the last ten 
years. There was a decline during the 
month of July of 15 points in New 
York, 18 in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 19 in Michigan, 18 in In- 
diana 11 in Illinois, 9 in Wisconsin, 
16 in Minnesota, 19 in Iowa, 10 in Ne- 
braska and 8 in Dakota—every State 
that produced 5,000,000 bushels cor up- 
ward in 1897, thus showing a decline 
during the past thirty days of from 
8 to 19 points. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Advices from San Francisco are to the ef- 
fect that choice to fancy potatoes are 7% to 
10 cents higher in that market. Local mer- 
chants are still selling at previous prices on 
the basis of cost of lots on hand. But when 
new receipts come in the market they are 
likely to be higher. Sweets are in larger 
supply and prices are easy. 

Wges are very firm at previous quotations. 

Butter is easy for nearly all marks of loca) 
make. There are some creamery products 
of ‘exceptional popularity which cannot be 
had below 55 cents, but others are let go at 
52% rather than miss a sale to good custom- 
ers. 

The demand for lemons is not so keen since 
the weather moderated at the East and on 
the Coast, but supplies are so meagre prices 
are fairly steady. 

Oranges still move slowly, two to five cars 
_@ day, seldom over three. 

Shipments of citrus fruit to last Saturday 
night from this section since the middle of 
November, 1897, were 14,960 cars. By the 
end of September the round 15,000 mark will 
be reached, and by November 15 will be far

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The stock market 
today presented all the charactevistics of 
genuine reaction. Last week's sharp re- 
covery eliminated the short intérests very 
largely and the forced liquidation for prof- 
its had been mostly completed during the 
previous decline. The market was ihvs 
freed to a great extent from technical infu- 
ences and in connection to resjund to the 
prospects for general business in the country. 
Its failure to do so yesterday was attributed 
to the unsettling influence cf the slum in 
Sugar. The bears were timid about cc ntin- 
uing their campaign further against Svgar, 
and were inclined to cover, so that this in- 
fluence toward reaction was removed. Nev- 
ertheless, the market dropped heavily to- 
ward a lower basis with one or two ex- 
ceptions in the list, and close@ only barely 
steady at a level generally 1 per cent. or 
more below last night’s level. The action 
of the market was not different in char- 
acter from that which prevails at a time 
when the business outlook presents gvneral 
discouragements, contraction of activity on 
declining profits. The demand for stocks 
was very small all day, and prices went 
down easily under comparatively light cffer- 
ings. Weakness was yarticularly manifest 
in Tobacco, the Grangers and *’ac'fics. The 
action of these stocks indicated the liqui- 
dation of a heavy individual speculation on 
the long side. The sharnest nrecax in the 
market was coincident of the marking-up 
of call loans to 6 per cent. This finrry in 
the money market was disappointing to the 
bull operators, especially in view of the en- 
gagement of over $2,400,000 fur import and 
the mailing from the Treasury Department 
of checks for interest on registered 4-per 
cent. bonds due October 1, amounting to 
$4,910,000, which are payable i:umediately. 
The sub-treasury’s adecbit balance at the 
clearing-house also ran up today to $1,261,- 
458, reflecting a large increase in govern- 
ment expenditures. The sluzgishress of the 
gold movement is somewhat remarkable in 
face of conditions. Call money in London 
is % per cent. against 6 per cent here to- 


day. London discount is 1% to 1% against. 


4 per cent here. Last month’s trade balance 
in this country’s favor was $35,000,000 on 
top of the favorable balance for every 
month in the preceding year. In addition, 

ndon has recently bought securities in 
this market. It is a fact that part of to- 
day’s gold engagements were made by bul- 
lion dealers here who are shipping silver 
in response to the active demand attrib- 
uted to Spanish account. There is not suffi- 
cient demand for the exchange against the 
silver shipment to make a market and 
there is a better profit in importing gold. 
Exchange is thus clearly demonstrated to 
be at the gold import point and the ques- 
tion arises what has been done with the 
country’s credits abroad that they do not 
bring a larger gold movement. The imme- 
diate future of the local money movement, 
is, however, clearly toward greater eafe. 
Dealings in bonds were not on a large scale 
today, and prices were toward a lower 
level. Total sales $1,180,170. United States 
4’s old and new were % lower in the bid 


price today.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The Evening Post’ 
London financial cablegram saver “The 
stock markets opened steady here today, 
but closed generally dull on the unexpec- 
tedly large efflux of gold from the Bank of 
England.

A small feature is the revi- 
val of speculation in nitrate shares. Span- 
ish 4’s were firm on Paris buying and Span- 
ish exchange in London fell sharply to 
39.80, against 40.88 at the opening of the 
month. Consols were lower on the gold 
movement and on the confirmed report that 
the Bank of England is seeking to get con- 
trol of the money market by borrowing on 
consols. This point, if true, will be most 
important, but I cannot express a definite 
opinion at the time of cabling. The total 
efflux of gold from the bank today makes 
£742,000, which, the official statement 
shows, included £397,000 in bar gold and 
£215,000 in United States coin. All is said 
to be going to New York, but I have reason 
to believe that a portion of the bar gold 
has gone to Germany.”

a year ago. To to the natural bullish 
effect of these figures, Liverpool cables were 
firm and higher, and there was quite a good 
demand to cover foreign acceptances. De- 
cember started with plenty of buyers at 
62%2@ 62%, against yesterday’s closing price 
of 6242, and inside of half an hour the de- 
mand had advanced the price to 62%. Sep- 
tember, in the mean time, showed even 
more strength than the latter delivery, 
opening 4@% higher at 65@65% cents and 
advancing to 65%. At 62% for December, 
the advance was checked. That price was 
close to “‘call’’ figures and quite a good 
deal of selling by holders of those privi- 
leges ensued, resulting in a slight reac- 
tion. A period of dullness ensued with 
prices varying but little until about noon, 
when the Atlantic-port clearance figures 
were posted, showing the surprisingly large 
total of 977,000 bushels, of which New York 
contributed 606,000 bushels. As yesterday's 
visible supply statement gave stocks at New 
York at only 188,000 bushels, today’s big 
shipments were entirely unlooked for and 
a buying flurry ensued immediately, Decem- 
ber advacing to 63 and September to 66%, 
with the demand quite general. Bradstreet’s 
figures on the world’s visible, showing an 
increase of 3,692,000 bushels, encouraged 
sellers again and caused prices to drop a 
little, December getting back to 62%, but 
near the close the strength shown by out- 
side markets, especially for the cash ar- 
ticle, started buying again and the mar- 
ket from that time on ruled very firm. De- 
cember was finally bid to 63%@63% and 
closed at 63%, 1% higher than yesterday. 
September closed 1% higher. Corn was very 
slow but strong. The main influence was 
the strength of wheat. Cables were firm, 
and foreign houses took a good many scat- 
tered lots. Clearances were liberal, 304,000 
bushels. September closed % higher than 
yesterday. Oats were @ull. Only a small 
scalping business was done, and prices, 
until late in the session, showed scarcely 
any variation. Provisions started weak. 
Hog receipts were liberal. and there were 
the usual yellow-fever reports.

LIVELY AND CROWDED SESSIONS 
OF THE FARMERS?’ INSTITTUE. 


Mimely Topics Discussed—A Call for 
Tree Planting on the Mountains. 
Government Officials Scored—Dr. 
Crawford Fears He Was Irrever- 
ent—Proceedings of City Council. 


PASADENA, Sept. 20.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A crowded hall, lively interest, 
timely topics and snappy, practical ad- 
dresses, have made the sessions of the Uni- 
versity Farmers’ Institute, held in Pasadena 
today, exceedingly happy and profitable. 
Prof. A. J. Cook of Claremont conducted 
the meetings. An address of welcome was 
made this afternoon by Prof. C. E. Teb- 
betts of Pasadena, to which Prof. M. E. 
Jaffa of Berkeley responded. 

The theme which aroused most interest 
in the afternoon session was forest culture 
and protection, the impassioned appeal for 
better official aid by Mr. Lepencier of Sierra 
Madre fairiy making the embers flash. Some 
heat was also engendered by a discussion 
of the proposéd law for the regulation of 
the manufacture and sale of fertilizers. The 
literary feature of the institute was Mrs. 
Grinnell’s paper on ‘“‘Home Economics” this 
evening. The proceedings were held in the 

of Trade rooms, amid palms and ferns, 
boxes of fruit and decorations from the 


farm. 

The brief and practical paper on the 
“Steam Process of Curing Lemons,”’ by A. 
P. Kerchkoff of Covina, was read this aft- 
ernoon in his absence by Prof. Tebbetts of 
Pasadena. He that many California 
lemons arrive in the eastern markets in 
bad a owing to the profuse sweat to 
which they are subjected in crossing the 
desert. “They being tightly packed, this 
moisture remains on them and the germs 
of decay quickly @evelop in the ‘tissues of 
the skin. It is ip the skin that the rot- 
ting process begins, and it is the skin we 
must protect. This can be done in three 
ways; first by washing; then by handling 
carefully, and, thirdly, by the steam-cur- 
ing process, which leaves them in such a 
condition that they won’t sweat. In this 
process, we first put the fruit in a close 
room and raise the temperature to 90 deg., 
keeping it there for twenty-four hours. 
At.thie heat a mvisture breaks out all 
over the lemons. Next’ we force currents 
of air at a lower temperature through the 
room for from thirty-six to forty-eight hours, 
which removes the moisture and leaves the 
fruit in marketable condition. There will 

no more sweating after this. ‘Bruised 
spots show plainly, and the inferior fruit 
can be thrown out, leaving a box of per- 
fect lemons. A mature green lemon is col- 
ored yellow by going through this process. 
The cost is from 5 to 10 cents a box. Two 
carloads of Valencia oranges, prepared in 
this way went through to market without 
icing, when everybody else was iving at 
an expense of 30 cents a box.’’ 

Maj. H. N. Rust of South Pasadena made 
an address on: forest preservation and res- 
toration. ‘“‘The problem is different in Cali- 
fornia from what it may be elsewhere,’’ he 
said. “We must study purely local ¢rn- 
ditions and go ahead with local experi- 
ments. Much of our work for years must 
be experimental. The problem is forced 
upon us. We must have more water or 
go out of the fruit business. When the In- 
dians need any blessing as much as we 
need water, they hold a snake dance. We 
must go to any length to get more water. 
It is of first importance in the work of pre- 
serving our forests that accurate maps of 
the forest reservations be made, that trails 
be laid through them and guide-boards be 
put up for the use of fire fighters, and that 
cabins be erected at suitable nts and 
fitted with tools and supplies. This, in or- 
der that fires may be combatted eHow" 
In a race through the underbrush of the 
mountain sides, a fire can beat any man 

get ahead of its pursuers unless the 
latter have some advantages. The restora- 
tion of the forests is a more serious ques- 
tion. Other countries have planted forests. 
We devote ourselves to destroying them. 
We are wasting them. In passing through 
the great redwood forests of the north, I 
noticed that not more than one-half of the 
timber cut was utilized. The thing for 
us to do is to plant the burnt districts and 
do it at once. The rains will soon come 
on and the trees will grow he gps I saw 
the other day a Monterey pine which had 
grown twelve feet in eight years, Let us 
select a favorable site and experiment with 
eucalyptus and pepper trees. would 
not be expensive. Perhaps in the upper alti- 
tudes the Pifion pine would do best.’’ 

Prof. E. Claypole, the biologist of Throop 
Institute, was called upon to open the dis- 


cussion. He said he never had been able 


to satisfy himself that forests have any 
great influence on the amount of rainfall, 
but it is indisputable that they do in- 
crease very materially the amount of wa- 
ter saved. “California is not the only State 
suffering from forest denudation. Most of 
the eastern cities are feelig it in a short- 

of good water. The chief difficulty con- 
fronting us is, that to the individual man, 
the forest is not immediately valuable. An 
acre of land is more directly profitable to 
him after the forest has been cut. So down 
goes the trees, Organizations, living longer 
than the individual and having more re- 
mote and permanent interests, must take 
the matter of tree planting in hand. Coun- 
ties, States and nations must do it, and 
we must help them, These organizations 
can look ahead 100 years and not be eager 
for the morrow’s crop. This country has 
much to learn from foreign nations in the 
business of tree planting. BDspecially in 
Norway and Bavaria has forestry been car- 
ried to a fine art. The famous school of 
forestry in Munich is educating young. 
in forest culture and sending them out to 
take the supervision of forests all over the 
world.’ It is recognized more and more as 


@ great-and valuable science. An old Scotch 


man-on his deathbed said to his son, ‘Be 

tree, John; it will be 
growing while you are sleeping.’ But the 
tree should be selected scientifically, and 
Planted scientifically. The Marquis of 


.- Athol planted the barren hills of Scotland 


with larches 100 years ago and valuable 
forests have sprung up. If he had planted 
the wrong tree in the wrong way, nothing 
would have been The prob- 
lem is so difficult and is so essential that 
the work should be properly done, that 
we are obliged to fall back on scientific men 
and organized bodies for the restoration of 
our forests. Our only hope ‘ies i1 appeal- 
ing to our State and national governmerts, 
and backing them up. As to furest fires, 
it is useless to rely on pains and penzities, 
The man who set the ‘re can never be 
found. The only recourse is t) cut lanes 
through the brush and be prepare] to fght 
the fires.’’ 

W. 8. Melick thought tna State and no- 
tional authorities should codverate in Culi- 
fornia. If they would put their heads and 


‘funds together we should get beter re- 


sults. He had visited the forest staiion at 
Santa Monica and had seen it was doing a 
fine work; but it is not pelea us out here 
in Pasadena at this yuncture; it ix not pro- 
ducing trees suitable for replenishing our 


denuded: hillsides. 


Lepencier of Sierra Madre took 
up the discussion and warmed it up. “As 
fruit-growers, our living depends on the 
forests on those mountains,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
must save them or move out of this coun- 
try. We shed tears this summer, as we saw 
the smoke rolling up from those mountains 
for a week and nothing being done to put 
out the fires. It was all due to gross neg- 
ligence, too. I say if officials have not done 
their duty we must see that officials are 
appointed who will do their duty and who 
know how to do it. [Applause.] The sheep 
must be kept out or there will soon be no 
moss nor roots to keep back the, water. 
Why are our fruit trees alive and flourishing 
today in spite of the light rainfall of last 
winter? Because they send down their roots

those underground wa plies unless the 
fires are kept down and sheep are kept 
out. A company of armed ited States sol- 
diers drove the bands of sheep out of the 
Yosemite Valley this summer and impris- 
oned the herders. We must take similar 
measures down here in Southern California. 
We must have officials who will be up and 
doing and not take six days to get to a fire 
or let the bands of sheep run over the 
mountains at will.’’ [Great applause.] 

Maj. Rust spoke again, emphasizing the 
desirability of setting at work now to plant 
trees on the mountains and calling on the 
government for help. ‘‘Don't wait till next 
year; do it now!” 

HOME IMPROVEMENT SBESSION. 


The improvement of the home was ‘the 


theme of the evening session of the Institute, 
and a large number of ladies attended. Lady 
speakers bore off the honors, too. Answers 
were given to the questions found in the 
box, Prof. Cook leading. Mrs. C. H. Parsons 
of Pasadena read a paper on ‘‘Home Decora- 
tion’’ full of good hints. She thought the din- 
ing-room should be the best-decorated room 
in the house, and that the best dishes should 
be in evidence every day. ‘‘Decorations 
which do not decorate, should be torn down: 
Let there be in the home only what you 
know to be useful or believe to be beautiful. 
A pillar or a post is not necessarily beautiful 
if made to represent a string of beads or a 
chain of sausage.’’ 

The wittiest and most noteworthy paper of 
the day was that of Mrs. Elizabeth Grinnell 
of this city, on ‘“‘Home Economics,’’ effec- 
tively read in her absence by Mrs. Grace 
Dutton. “As a rule, it is not gold which the 
California farmer is grubbing for, but a com- 
fortable living,’’ she said, ‘‘one’s idea of 
comfort being graded like Jersey heifers. I 
think the CaHfornia farmer reaps a larger 
percentage of comfort than farmers else- 
where, provided he be not too blue nor too 
green. ‘But green or blue, the farmer must 
re economics. Those I shall mention 

ave nothing to do with concealing lumps of 
adobe mud in the heart of barley hay bales, 
or how best to run irrigating water so that 
one’s neighbor shall get the least benefit 
from it. I shall leave to others the subject 
of dumping one’s trash on the nearest lot 
but one, when the moon is dark, and the 
happy thought of planting eucalyptus trees 
exactly on the line, so that the other folks 
will be unable to raise fruit or flowers for 
twenty feet on their side. I will leave to 
whom it concerns most the question of in- 
venting a berry basket which shall contain 
but one layer of fruit, since top layers are 
so satisfactory. What I would say to the 
farmer is, see that there is a queen in the 
hive, that she is well selectea and well fed, 
mentally. When a new paper or book comes 
in, get two chairs and tilk them up against 
the wall and let your stub-nailed thumb just 
touch Mary Ann’s juice-stained fingers As 
you run up and down the pages togecher. 
Before you know it you will want to wash up 
and put on a clean shirt for old time’s sake. 
The man who comes home and kisses his 
wife, after twenty years of married life, has 
learned one of the secrets of home economics, 
Next day I see the wife go to market and 
bring home a 15-cent mutton brisket. I see 
her make a pocket in it and fill it up with 
crumbs well seasoned like turkey stuffing, 
and she roasts the result of her art till by 
the smell it might be taken for a turkey. 
She can make pea soup as rich as cream at 
the cost of a dime for four people, or a de- 
licious salad of cold potatoes at no cost at 
all. It is she who sets the children to tying 
up eucalyptus boughs into convenient bunches 
for winter fuel till there is a stack as high 
as the lean-to. It utilizes the waste material 
and keeps the children out of mischief. It is 
she who saves the pine needles and the fallen 
pepper berries for kindling. It is she who in- 
sists upon having a fence about the home 

lace, if only to keep peace with the neigh- 
rs’ chickens. It is no harder for a farmer's 
wife to lift an occasional pail of water and 
pour it about the roots of a tree she has just 
planted, than for a society sister,to carry 
her burden of fashion and false gaiety. She 
will corral the chickens and muzzle the cats. 
farm without songbirds is a poor place at 
best, and songbirds do not subsist as a rule 
on cat meat. A California ranch without a 
good woman to superintend it, is like a col- 
ony of worker bees without a queen. The 
colony and the ranch will peter out by and 
by. A well-advised partnership of this kind 


is. the basis of ‘home economies’ for Califor- 
“nia, be he as rich as 


the common run, or as 
poor as ‘Lucky Baldwin.!’’’ [Laughter and 
applause. ]

MEETING OF CITY TRUSTEES. 

The City Trustees held their regular weekly 
meeting this morning. The Terminal electric 
franchise ordinance was read for the last 
time and declared adopted. Consideration of 
Cc. C. Brown's protest against the Center- 
street extension report. was postponed for 
another week. 

N. H. Mitchell, landlord of Hotel Mitchell, 
filed a protest against the manner in which 
the Pasadena and Los Angeles Express Com- 
pany is running its business, and asked that 
its franchise be annulled. e franchise pro- 
vided that Dayton street be paved for a short 
distance, that certain culverts be built, and 
that small packages only carried. Mr. 
Mitchell complained that these conditions 
have not been fulfilled, and that the hauling 
of heavy freight by night drives guests away 
from his house. After a little discussion, 
the Trustees ordered President Webster of 
the Dlectric Express Company to appear be- 
fore the board and show reasons why the 
franchise should not be cancelled. 

The Council held a conference with mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ Committee on Municipal 
Ownership of Water, with regard to options 
on water-bearing lands, on which to sink a 
city well, but no action was taken, and an 
adjournment was made to Thursday morning, 
when the site of the well probably will be 
selected. 

DR. CRAWFORD WISHES TO EXPLAIN. 

Rev. L. P. Crawford, D.D., the Nestor of 
the Republican party of Pasadena, fears he 
may have been misconstrued, and asks The 
Times to publish the following: ‘I wish to 
recall or explain a seemingly irreverent re- 
mark made by myself at the Bell banquet, 
which has caused my friends pain, and regret 
on my part.

A “SOCIETY” AFFAIR. 


How Mr. Johnson and Miss Seifer 


Met and Parted. 

The first innings in the Seifer case 
was completed yesterday afternoon 
when the deputy District Attorney re- 
ported to the court that “the people 
rest.”” The day was not a commonplace 
one, so far as the evidence given was 
concerned. In fact, it was decidedly en- 
tertaining. It was the first time the 
public had an opportunity to listen to 
Ollie Johnson, who at one time stood 
charged with Miss Seifer with the crime 
the girl now answers for. Mr. Johnson 
is a business man, and was never put 
behind the bars for five days as a 
guest while his story was investigated. 
The complaint against the man was 
dismissed because he could not have 
been implicated in the robbery, and yet 
one story is as good as the other. 

Justice Morrison was called on to 
rule on some very techical points yes- 
terday, all touching on the relevancy of 
the testimony offered. 

B. Yorba, a salesman in the Boston 
Store, was the first witness during the 
morning. He told how Miss Seifer 
bought $16 worth of goods from him the 
lagter part of August, paying for the 
same with a $20 gold piece. Later on 
the same day she came back and re- 
turned $9.55 worth of the goods, saying 
she had mistaken the amount of money 
she had at home, and desired to return 
part of the goods. 

Mrs. F. Fall, dressmaker at No. 517 
Maple avenue, where Miss. Seifer 
stopped, told of the numerous bundles 
of new clothes coming there for Miss 
Seifer during August, but was a poor 
witness for the people. Then came the 
witness of the day, O. B. Johnson, who 
testified substantially as follows: 

“I live at-No. 223 West Second street, 
am a@ mercantile agent for Arbuckle’s 
coffee. Have been here four years in 
business all the time. I first met Miss 
Seifer one Sunday the latter part of 
July, while Col. Marley and myself 
were driving around Westlake Park. 
Three ladies passed us while we were 
on Alvarado street, and one (the de- 
fendant,) _ bowed to us.. We drove 
around to Seventh street, where the 
girl again passed alone and spoke. Col. 
Marley got out of the trap and went to 
where she had seated herself. Shortly 
after this I drove up to them and was 
introduced by the colonel to the girl. I 
had but little to say, and we soon drove 
away. The following Tuesday Col. 
Marley came to my office in the Hell- 
man Block, accompanied by Miss Sei- 
fer. After a few words Col. Marley left 
us, and I had a short conversation 
with Miss Seifer, during which she 
asked me to «all on ber at the residence 
of Mr. Kennedy, No. 1614 Orange street. 
I accepted the invitation and settled on 
the following Friday night as the date 
on which I was to call. On my arrival 
I was met at the door by Miss Seifer, 
invited into the parlor, where we sat 
about fifteen minutes, when she pro- 
posed a walk to Westlake Park, which 
she said was only two blocks away. 
During the time I was in the parlor 
Mrs. Kennedy and another lady were 
in the back parlor, but I was not pre- 
sented to them. We went to the park, 
where I questioned Miss Seifer closely 
regarding her past life, social standing, 
etc. She told me she came here from 
Portland, Or., where her parents lived, 
and that her father was a wealthy 
hop-raiser. She was visiting Mrs. Ken- 
nedy during the absence of her sister 
at Santa Monica. She further said she 
spoke five different languages, and had 
spent the greater part of her life in 
travel throughout Europe and Amer- 
ica. Speaking of her friends here, she 
told me that Judge B. N. Smith and 
family were her intimate friends, as 
well as Maj. Horace Bell. 

“I met her again the next night 
while I was with Col. Marley, and she 
was in front of the London Clothing 
Store. She wanted us to go to Ter- 
minal Island the next day: but we 
failed to go. August 10 was the next 
time I met her, when she came to my 
office. I told her the colonel and my- 
self were going to Catalina the next 
day, and she said herself and a friend 
were going the next day. When we 
reached the depot the next morning 
I looked up and saw her coming, and 
at the same time Col. Marley said 
‘Here comes that damned woman.’ 

“The next time I met her in this 
city was August 19. when she came 
to my office; and for the second time 
I saw her alone. She told me she ad- 
mired me greatly; in fact I was the 
second man she had seen during her 
lifetime she had learned to love. I 
felt flattered, of course, and asked her 


about her finances, and she told me |. 


she had $5000 in her own right, in fact 
had $100 in her pocketbook then. The 
next and last time I saw her was the 
night following the one I speak of, 
when she declared her infatuation for 
me; but I simply came into my office, 
where she was sitting, and did not 
speak to her.” 

“Did Miss Seifer tell you about the 
money kept in Kennedy’s house, or 
where they kept the key?” asked Mr. 
Chambers. 

“No, sir; not a word.” 


“Did you ever give Miss Seifer any- 


money?” was then asked. 

“Not a cent.” 

Mr. Davis then put Mr. Johnson 
through ai thorough cross-examina- 
tion, but did not shake his testimony, 
although he was placed in a very lu- 
dicrous light while posing as protege 
of Col. Marley. who refused to be en- 
ticed by a $5000 bait, with a pretty 
girl thrown in. 

Col. J. F. Marley and W. T. Johnson 
followed Ollie B. Johnson, and cor- 
roborated his statement in every par- 
ticular. 

In the afternoon the statement writ- 
ten by Miss Seifer in German was 
translated by Detective Flammer, and 
offered in evidence. It does not differ 
form the one made in English to Sec- 
retary Johnston. The people rested 
their case at 3 o’clock, when a con- 
tinuance was had _ until Thursday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock.”
